TWo  Approaches 

Decisionmaking  styles  go  on  the  ballot 

On  Nov.  4  we  will  have  in  front  of  us  choices  of 
two  fundamentally  different  approaches 
to  decisionmaking  at  our  national, 
county  and  city  levels. 

One  approach  is  exemplified  by  John  McCain, 

Bobby  Green  and  Jim  Torrey.  All  three  are  known 
for  making  their  decisions  from  a  compact, 
consistently  corporate  base,  without  much 
public  process.  Some  people  are  attracted  to  this 
approach  as  "muscular,"  "efficient,"  "decisive.”  It 
seems  to  me  to  be  largely  devoid  of  democracy. 

The  other  approach  we'll  be  voting  on  is  exemplified  by 
Barack  Obama,  Rob  Handy  and  Kitty  Piercy.  All  three  are  known  for 
making  their  decisions  from  a  broad,  input-intensive  public  base. 

I  gather  my  sense  of  Obama's  decisionmaking  mostly  through  his  history  of 
community  organizing  and  his  stated  determination  that  his  campaign  be  heavily 
grassroots-fueled  and  grassroots-responsive. 

In  contrast,  I  have  watched  and  interacted  close-up  with  Piercy  for  26  years.  As 
an  advocate  for  women's  choice,  she  was  a  memorably  intelligent  organizer  and 
steady  colleague.  As  a  state  legislator,  she  insisted  on  gathering  the  thoughts  of 
opposing  viewpoints  and  information  on  any  significant  issue  before  she  decided 
which  bill  she  would  support,  oppose  or  seek  to  modify.  As  Eugene's  mayor,  she 
re-initiated  use  of  the  mayor's  publicly  supported  and  accessible  office  to  meet 
with  people,  rather  than  meeting  with  a  small  group  of  business  players  away  from 
the  public  eye.  Her  penchant  for  assembling  diverse  groups  to  consider  options  for 
downtown,  sustainability  and  transportation  is  well-known. 

Oh,  but  such  decisionmaking  takes  time.  It's  messy.  It  isn't  forceful. 

Like  democracy. 

The  choice  between  challenger  Rob  Handy  and  incumbent  Bobby  Green  for 
Lane  County  commissioner  from  north  Eugene  offers  a  study  in  this  same  contrast 
of  decisionmaking  styles. 

Known  for  his  failure  to  respond  to  constituent  emails,  phone  calls  and 
reguests  for  meetings,  Green  runs  predictably  with  the  county's  economic  power 
base  for  nearly  all  his  decisions.  If  elected  commissioner,  Handy  would  regard 
those  same  constituent  contacts  as  essential  for  reaching  solutions  and  making 
sound  county  decisions.  It's  not  only  differing  private/public  philosophies;  it's  the 
two  different  decisionmaking  processes. 

I've  worked  with  Rob  Handy  for  several  years  while  seeking  solutions  to 
transportation  problems  in  west  Eugene.  I've  watched  him  at  work  with  community 
members  of  the  Trainsong  neighborhood  near  the  Union  Pacific  railyard,  seeking 
analysis  and  cleanup  of  the  railyard's  toxic  legacy  that  was  welling  up  in  their 
yards.  I've  watched  him  advocate  for  talking  about  money  while  on  a  committee 
assigned  the  task  of  discussing  downtown  visions. 

Handy  is  thoughtful,  deliberative,  inclusive  and  diligent  as  he  sifts  through 
facts,  options,  strong  personalities  and  inevitable  tensions.  The  focus  of  his 
decisionmaking  is  workable  solutions  that  are  responsive  to  the  wider  community. 

You  might  recall  how  annoyed  some  people  were  when  they  felt  lectured 
by  Michelle  Obama.  She  told  one  gathering  of  voters  that  if  Obama 
is  elected,  they  would  have  a  lot  of  work  to  do.  But  she  was  merely 
expressing  the  truth  and  inconvenience  of  democracy:  If  you  want  to  govern 
yourselves,  you'll  have  to  participate  in  the  decisions.  At  the  very  least  you'll  get 
to.  That's  what  a  lot  of  people  die  for  around  the  world:  the  chance  to  govern 
themselves. 

Of  course,  handing  government  decisionmaking  over  to  a  small  group  of 
(generally  highly  financed)  participants  is  really  only  efficient  in  the  short  run. 

We'll  spend  decades  getting  out  of  the  debt  the  great  Decider  hands  over  to 
his  successor  (as  well  as  us)  on  Jan.  20,  2009,  thanks  to  the  Decider's  war 
on  the  foreign  guy  who  controlled  our  oil  under  his  sand  and  tried  to  kill  the 
Decider's  father.  We're  going  to  spend  a  long  time  funding  the  mortgage  fiasco 
fashioned  by  a  few  powerful  companies  who  handed  out  mortgages  like  candy 
and  simultaneously  lobbied  Congress  to  let  them  do  it  in  an  efficient,  small- 
government  manner.  We  spent  20  years  arguing  about  the  elegantly  simple  plan 
to  crunch  a  four-lane  expressway  straight  through  federally  protected  wetlands 
in  west  Eugene.  We  finally  faced  the  fact  that  the  democratic  law  called  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act  really  did  reguire  that  the  deciders  publicly  consider 
reasonable  alternatives  before  building  the  freeway. 

It's  not  that  democratic  decisionmaking  comes  up  with  perfect  solutions.  But  at 
least  the  decisions  are  publicly  vetted.

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JOBS  FOR  TORREY? 

Jim  Torrey  is  running  for  mayor  —  again. 
How  many  wished-for  and  real  jobs  does  this 
make  for  Torrey  in  the  last  three  years:  four? 
He’s  so  ready  to  leave  his  4J  School  Board  post 
if  he  wins,  the  one  where  he  was  going  to  do  so 
much  good  for  Eugene’s  children,  with  about 
as  little  time  accrued  as  for  his  forsaken 
Kidsports  job.  That’s  commitment  for  you.  He 
was  going  to  save  children  with  that  job, 
too.  If  he  did  win  the  mayorship,  would  he 
quickly  leave  that  job  too  if  a  state  post  opened 
up  that  he  could  actually  win? 

I’m  most  concerned  about  Torrey’s 
“common- sense  solutions  that  our  comm¬ 
unity  needs,”  particularly  the  “boosting 
student  enrollments  by  making  enough 
buildable  land  available  to  provide 
affordable  housing  for  young  families.” 
First  of  all,  will  this  be  boosting  enrollments 
in  Eugene  or  in  B  ethel  or  some  other  outlying 
area?  That’s  where  the  new  buildable  land 
is,  not  in  4J.  And  secondly,  since  when  has 
(“business-friendly”)  Torrey  ever  been 
interested  in  affordable  housing? 

It  looks  to  me  like  Kitty  Piercy  has  got 
this  issue  covered  with  the  new  Tate  and 
Westtown  apartments  on  8th  as  well  as 
her  leadership  in  the  coming  development 
of  the  two  downtown  “pits,”  and  these  are 
actually  in  the  4J  District. 

We’ve  got  a  truly  common  sense  mayor 
already  who  continues  to  lead  us  into  the 
21st  century.  Why  would  we  go  backward 
to  someone  who  will  say  anything  and 
abdicate  any  commitment  to  get  elected?

BROWN  VS.  DANCER

LOCAL  GREENWASHING 

One  form  of  greenwash  is  the  focus  on 
individuals  to  become  more  environmental 
while  ignoring  corporate  and  governmental 
policies.  This  narrowness  resembles  the 
U.S.  government’s  claim  that  poorer 
countries  need  to  reduce  consumption 
before  the  U.S.  will  agree  to  reductions. 
Some  greenwashers  also  claim  we  need  to 
make  “baby  steps”  toward  sustainability 
—  www.oilempire.us/baby-steps.html 
has  some  examples  and  explains  why  this 
is  inadequate  (our  society  spent  decades 
ignoring  peak  oil;  now  it’s  here,  and  we’re 
unprepared). 

On  Wednesday,  Sept.  3,  the  Lane 
County  Commission  held  a  hearing  on  their 
request  to  ODOT  for  nearly  $200  million 
for  road  expansion  funds.  Rob  Bolman 
and  I  spoke  against  this  plan,  talking  about 
peak  oil,  peak  traffic  and  the  need  for 
transportation  triage.  Details  are  at  www. 
greenwasheugene.com/roads-2010-2015. 
html 

Three  of  the  five  commissioners  admitted 
during  the  hearing  that  peak  oil  is  real  and 
asked  the  staff  to  rewrite  their  letter  to 
ODOT.  Will  they  still  ask  ODOT  for  money 
to  widen  Beltline,  1-5  and  Hwy.  126  and 
rebuild  Franklin  Boulevard  (again!)  even 
though  traffic  has  peaked?  Rep.  DeFazio 
sits  on  the  Transportation  Committee  and 
needs  to  be  pressured  to  prioritize  road 
maintenance,  Amtrak  and  public  transit 
instead  of  more  superhighways  when  the 
new  transportation  bill  is  written  in  2009. 
The  Oregon  Highway  Plan  claims  to 
prioritize  maintenance  before  expansion, 
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but  it  is  just  empty  rhetoric  that  lacks  legal 
power. 

I  urge  everyone  to  take  the  Eugene 
Sustainability  Quiz  at  www.sustaineugene. 
org,  which  focuses  on  the  full  scope  of  the 
problems  and  some  sincere  steps  toward 
solutions.

DOWNSIDE  OF  BIBS 

Regarding  the  article  on  CatBibs  (8/28): 
I  discovered  them  years  ago  when  my  three 
kitties  started  bringing  home  dead  birds  (or 
half  dead  birds)  and  decided  to  outfit  them 
all.  Within  48  hours  all  three  cats  had  been 
attacked  by  other  cats,  and  two  of  them 
required  emergency  veterinary  care  and 
antibiotics  to  clean  out  deep  wounds.  My 
cats  had  never  been  in  a  fight  before  —  all 
I  can  assume  is  that  the  bibs  made  them 
highly  visible  and  easy  to  attack  since  they 
couldn’t  fight  back.  Yes,  the  bibs  will  impair 
their  arms,  claws  and  coordination  enough 
to  stop  the  bird  killing,  but  it  will  also 
impair  them  enough  to  make  them  unable 
to  defend  themselves.  I  took  off  the  bibs  and 
started  to  feed  my  cats  a  high  quality  diet 
of  organic  cat  food,  including  a  wet  food 
snack  every  night.  Surprise!  Within  a  week, 
no  more  dead  birds.

MORE  NEEDED 

As  a  cat  lover,  as  well  as  a  bird  lover,  I 
was  very  gratified  to  read  Inka  Bajandas’ 
article  (“Ferocious  Felines,”  8/28)  about  Sue 
Mandeville’s  CatBib,  which  was  designed 
to  prevent  kitties  from  bringing  down  wild 
birds.  Mandeville  is  to  be  commended 
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for  her  proactive  and  responsible  attitude 
towards  cat  predation,  a  leading  cause  of 
the  68  percent  decline  in  North  American 
bird  populations  since  1970.  (Now  if  we 
could  just  stop  the  habitat  destruction  and 
the  window  strikes!) 

As  clever  as  the  CatBib  is,  Mandeville’s 
invention  is  nonetheless  an  incomplete 
solution.  The  research  cited  on  her  website 
says  that  11  percent  of  the  63  cats  in  the 
six-week  study  lost  the  bibs  at  least  once. 
Furthermore,  as  stated  in  the  article,  the 
bib  stopped  successful  predation  of  birds 
in  only  81  percent  of  the  cats  studied,  and 
was  much  less  effective  against  predation 
of  mammals  (45  percent)  and  reptiles  (33 
percent).  Given  that  on  the  order  of  half  a 
billion  North  American  birds  are  killed  by 
housecats  each  year,  we’re  still  looking  at  a 
hundred  million  dead  birds. 

More  troubling  is  the  fact  that  the  study 
only  counted  instances  of  actual  capture  of 
prey  by  the  cats.  Even  “non-hunting”  cats 
disrupt  mating,  feeding,  bathing  and  much- 
needed  resting  by  migrating  birds,  all  of 
which  impact  a  bird’s  chances  of  survival. 
Furthermore,  no  mention  is  made  of  the 
fact  that  even  a  bird  that  escapes  a  “playful 
pounce”  may  be  too  crippled  or  traumatized 
by  the  encounter  to  survive. 

The  best  way  to  be  a  responsible  cat  lover 
is  still  the  old-fashioned  way.  Report  stray 
or  feral  cats  to  an  animal  control  center  or 
take  them  to  a  shelter  or  sanctuary  yourself. 
Keep  your  own  kitty  indoors,  on  a  lead  or 
in  an  enclosed  area  on  your  property,  and 
urge  cat-loving  friends  and  neighbors  to  do 
the  same.

On  Wednesday,  Sept.  3,  the  Lane 
County  Commission  held  a  hearing  on  their 
request  to  ODOT  for  nearly  $200  million 
for  road  expansion  funds.  Rob  Bolman 
and  I  spoke  against  this  plan,  talking  about 
peak  oil,  peak  traffic  and  the  need  for 
transportation  triage.  Details  are  at  www. 
greenwasheugene.com/roads-2010-2015. 
html 

Three  of  the  five  commissioners  admitted 
during  the  hearing  that  peak  oil  is  real  and 
asked  the  staff  to  rewrite  their  letter  to 
ODOT.  Will  they  still  ask  ODOT  for  money 
to  widen  Beltline,  1-5  and  Hwy.  126  and 
rebuild  Franklin  Boulevard  (again!)  even 
though  traffic  has  peaked?  Rep.  DeFazio 
sits  on  the  Transportation  Committee  and 
needs  to  be  pressured  to  prioritize  road 
maintenance,  Amtrak  and  public  transit 
instead  of  more  superhighways  when  the 
new  transportation  bill  is  written  in  2009. 
The  Oregon  Highway  Plan  claims  to 
prioritize  maintenance  before  expansion,

Yes,  the  bibs  will  impair 
their  arms,  claws  and  coordination  enough 
to  stop  the  bird  killing,  but  it  will  also 
impair  them  enough  to  make  them  unable 
to  defend  themselves.

(Now  if  we 
could  just  stop  the  habitat  destruction  and 
the  window  strikes!) 

As  clever  as  the  CatBib  is,  Mandeville’s 
invention  is  nonetheless  an  incomplete 
solution.  The  research  cited  on  her  website 
says  that  11  percent  of  the  63  cats  in  the 
six-week  study  lost  the  bibs  at  least  once. 
Furthermore,  as  stated  in  the  article,  the 
bib  stopped  successful  predation  of  birds 
in  only  81  percent  of  the  cats  studied,  and 
was  much  less  effective  against  predation 


of  their  responsibility  to  address  the 
problem  of  pet  overpopulation  by  spaying 
or  neutering  their  pets. 

Money  is  no  longer  the  issue  when  a  cat 
spay  can  be  had  for  $47  at  the  WAG  clinic 
and  S.P.O.T.  is  ready  to  subsidize  those  who 
can’t  afford  dog  S/N.  Those  who  argue  that 
S/N  interferes  with  the  animal’s  “right” 
to  bear  “children”  should  remember  that 
every  animal-rights  group,  including  the 
most  radical  (PETA),  endorses  S/N.  And 
those  who  feel  it’s  “not  natural”  should 
remember  that  neither  are  clothing,  tattoos 
or  cell  phones.

of  mammals  (45  percent)  and  reptiles  (33 
percent).  Given  that  on  the  order  of  half  a 
billion  North  American  birds  are  killed  by 
housecats  each  year,  we’re  still  looking  at  a 
hundred  million  dead  birds. 

More  troubling  is  the  fact  that  the  study 
only  counted  instances  of  actual  capture  of 
prey  by  the  cats.  Even  “non-hunting”  cats 
disrupt  mating,  feeding,  bathing  and  much- 
needed  resting  by  migrating  birds,  all  of 
which  impact  a  bird’s  chances  of  survival. 
Furthermore,  no  mention  is  made  of  the 
fact  that  even  a  bird  that  escapes  a  “playful 
pounce”  may  be  too  crippled  or  traumatized 
by  the  encounter  to  survive. 

The  best  way  to  be  a  responsible  cat  lover 
is  still  the  old-fashioned  way.  Report  stray 
or  feral  cats  to  an  animal  control  center  or 
take  them  to  a  shelter  or  sanctuary  yourself. 
Keep  your  own  kitty  indoors,  on  a  lead  or 
in  an  enclosed  area  on  your  property,  and 
urge  cat-loving  friends  and  neighbors  to  do 
the  same.

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FIELD  FIRE:  PHASE  OUT 
OR  FULL  STOP? 

Gov.  Ted  Kulongoski’s  field  burning  phase-out  plan  was  unveiled  to  Lane  County 
commissioners  in  Eugene  last  week,  but  there’s  no  way  to  know  whether  that  plan  will 
make  it  through  this  legislative  session.  Rep.  Paul  Holvey’s  bill  to  end  field  burning 
died  in  committee  last  year,  and  many  of  those  affected  by  field  burning  smoke  want 
an  end  to  the  burning,  not  yet  another  phase  out. 

“It’s  time  to  stop  playing  politics  with  public  health,”  says  attorney  Charlie  Tebbutt 
of  Western  Environmental  Law  Center  in  Eugene.  Tebbutt  says  WELC  will  “continue 
to  ask  the  Oregon  Environmental  Quality  Commission  (EQC)  to  do  the  right  thing  in 
case  the  Legislature  doesn’t.”  WELC’s  Campaign  to  End  Field  Burning  has  received 
complaints  not  only  from  people  in  the  Eugene/Springfield  area,  but  from  folks  in  the 
rural  areas  that  are  “sacrifice  zones”  for  the  smoke  on  field  burning  days. 

Last  year,  the  commissioners  demanded  that  the  EQC  put  an  emergency  ban  on  field 
burning,  but  the  EQC  didn’t  ban  the  bum.  “I  don’t  agree  with  their  basic  position  that 
they  don’t  have  the  power  to  do  this,”  says  Commissioner  Pete  Sorenson.  The  members 
of  the  EQC  are  appointed  by  the  governor. 

Holvey  still  intends  to  introduce  his  own  bill  that  would  put  an  immediate  end  to 
field  burning.  Sorenson  points  out  that  Kulongoski’s  plan  is  a  “two  legislative  session 
phase  down,”  and  that  if  the  plan  were  to  be  enacted  in  the  2009  session,  it  could  be 
un-enacted  by  the  2011  session. 

Kulongoski’s  bill  could  also  be  defeated  by  a  so-called  “poison  pill,”  says  Sorenson, 
if  the  bill  includes  a  plan  for  a  study  of  all  smoke  in  the  state  of  Oregon.  The  “poison 
pill”  is  “intended  to  rile  up  other  interests  and  kill  the  phase  down,”  he  says. 

Grass  seed  farmers  say  there  is  no  market  for  their  grass  seed  straw,  leaving  no 
alternative  but  to  burn  the  fields,  but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  forage  prices  and  the 
beginnings  of  a  demand  for  straw  for  cellulosic  ethanol.  The  Oregon  Grass  Seed 
Council,  which  represents  the  farmers,  is  working  on  a  collaborative  project  to  deter¬ 
mine  other  uses  for  the  straw,  including  using  the  straw  as  a  constmction  material. 

Tebbutt  says,  “2008  should  be  the  last  time  you’ll  ever  see  a  field  burn.”

EWEB  EYES  STEAM 
PLANT  SHUTDOWN 

Eugene  Water  &  Electric  Board  is  building  operations  facilities  across  town  and  will 
eventually  sell  off  part  of  its  excess  riverfront  land,  including  its  aging,  gas-fired  steam 
plant.  Closing  the  plant  will  force  some  78  longtime  customers  to  find  an  alternative 
source  of  space  heat  and  hot  water. 

EWEB  staff  met  with  commissioners  Sept.  2  to  outline  a  possible  timeline  for 
decommissioning  the  plant,  look  at  the  impact  on  EWEB  steam  customers  and  the  com¬ 
munity  and  examine  the  environmental  issues  involved.  Miles  of  underground  pipes, 
some  with  asbestos,  need  to  be  considered,  according  to  Commissioner  Bob  Cassidy. 

A  draft  board  policy  is  on  the  commissioners’  agenda  Sept.  16.  The  policy  says  the 
shutdown  is  proposed  due  to  the  recent  increase  in  the  cost  of  natural  gas,  an  eroding 
customer  base  and  the  high  cost  that  would  be  required  to  upgrade  and  maintain  the 
aging  plant.  EWEB  had  109  steam  customers  in  1990,  and  several  of  the  current  78  are 
looking  at  switching  to  other  fuels  for  heating  and  hot  water. 

In  late  August,  according  to  an  EWEB  memo,  a  private  company  called  MidTech 
Energy  voiced  interest  in  buying  the  steam  plant  and  converting  it  to  a  bio-fuel  opera¬ 
tion.  The  plant  was  originally  built  to  operate  on  sawdust  and  other  mill  waste. 
Meanwhile,  the  future  of  the  steam  plant  site  is  being  discussed  in  meetings  of  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Team  appointed  to  develop  recommendations  for  EWEB’s  riverfront 
property. 

An  EWEB  survey  of  its  current  steam  customers  indicated  the  average  size  of  the 
buildings  served  is  36,682  sq.  ft.,  the  average  age  of  the  buildings  is  60  years  and  the 
average  floor  area  served  by  steam  is  86  percent.  Many  steam  customers  do  not  have  a 
backup  source  for  heating.  —  Ted  Taylor 
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WILL  FISH  GET 
PASSAGE  ON 
EWEB  DAM? 

It’s  an  old  question  in  Oregon:  What 
comes  first?  The  electricity  or  the  fish?  And 
EWEB  is  facing  that  issue  right  now  as  it 
seeks  to  produce  electricity  while  also 
supporting  threatened  fish  species.  EWEB’s 
Smith  Dam  does  not  have  a  fish  ladder,  and 
the  utility  has  applied  for  a  waiver  to  avoid 
building  one.  EWEB  is  seeking  comments 
on  that  proposal  until  Sept.  19. 

Oregon’s  threatened  spring  Chinook 
salmon  and  cutthroat  trout  populations  were 
here  first,  but  when  with  hydropower,  there’s 
a  balance  between  the  dams  that  provide  the 
electricity  that  turns  on  the  toasters  of 
thousands  of  Eugeneans  in  the  morning  and 
the  fish  that  swim  in  the  McKenzie  and 
Willamette  rivers.  Power-producing  and 
flood-controlling  dams  along  Oregon’s 
rivers  prevent  fish  from  moving  upriver  to 
spawn  in  the  areas  they  historically 
reproduced,  unless  means  for  fish  passage 
were  put  into  place  when  the  dams  were 
constructed  or  added  later.  None  of  EWEB’s 
hydropower  dams  were  constructed  with 
fish  passage  facilities. 

EWEB  is  going  through  a  relicensing 
process  for  the  Carmen-Smith  Hydroelectric 
Project.  The  original  license  is  from  1958 
and  it  expires  on  Nov.  30.  While  the  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  is  the  dominant  damming 
force  in  the  U.S.,  EWEB’s  dams  in  the 
region  include  three  dams:  Trail  Bridge 
Dam  and  Carmen  Diversion  Dam  located 
on  the  upper  McKenzie  River  and  Smith 
Dam  on  the  Smith  River. 


EWEB  has  proposed  mitigation  efforts 
such  as  adding  gravel  for  spawning  habitat 
and  adding  woody  debris  (putting  trees  in 
the  river)  to  protect  available  habitat.  The 
efforts  would  also  include  improving  flow 
management  and  adding  a  turbine  bypass 
for  the  fish  at  Carmen  Power  Plant.  Oregon 
Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  (ODFW) 
has  made  an  “initial  determination”  that  if 
EWEB  made  these  improvements,  it  would 
provide  a  “net  benefit  to  migratory  fish” 
compared  to  building  a  fish  ladder  to  allow 
the  fish  to  pass  the  Carmen-Smith  Dam.

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Large  Hadron  Collider  (LHC) 


LOOKING  FOR  7 
DIMENSIONS 

It’s  common  in  physics  that  experiments 
predict  the  existence  of  previously  unknown 
particles,  and  that  those  predictions  are  later 
confirmed  by  more  experiments,  says  Jim 
Brau,  Knight  professor  of  natural  science  at 
the  UO. 

When  the  Large  Hadron  Collider  (LHC) 
—  which  opened  near  Geneva,  Switzerland 
Sept.  10  —  smashes  together  beams  of  sub¬ 
atomic  particles  called  protons,  another 
particle  scientists  expect  to  see  resulting 
from  the  collisions  is  the  Higgs  Boson,  an 
experimentally  predicted  particle  that  gives 
matter  its  mass. 

Brau  and  fellow  UO  physics  professors 
Graham  Kribs  and  Eric  Torrence  will  dis¬ 
cuss  their  work  with  the  LHC  in  a  free 
public  lecture  at  7  pm,  Sept.  12  at  150 
Columbia  Hall  on  the  UO  campus. 

The  LHC  is  an  underground  tube  form¬ 
ing  a  circle  approximately  17  miles  around. 
Inside  the  tube,  two  beams  of  protons  are 
smashed  together  with  a  combined  force  of 
14  teraelectronvolts.  This  is  about  seven 
times  more  powerful  than  the  LHC’s  precur¬ 


sor,  the  Tevatron  at  Fermilab  in  Batavia, 
Ill. 

About  six  million  interactions  happen 
each  second  during  the  LHC’s  collisions. 
Brau  and  others  at  the  UO  are  developing  a 
computer  program  that  will  help  the  LHC’s 
computer  focus  on  the  most  important  of 
those  interactions. 

Brau  said  the  LHC  is  also  expected  to 
aid  in  finding  how  the  weak  nuclear  force, 
which  is  involved  in  radioactive  decay,  is 
related  to  electricity  and  magnetism  —  just 
as  electricity  and  magnetism,  once  thought 
to  be  separate,  were  found  to  be  closely 
related  about  150  years  ago. 

“Ultimately,  the  goal  of  physics  is  to  see 
if  we  can’t  unify  all  forces  into  a  single 
description,”  says  Brau. 

String  theorists  are  trying  to  create  a 
single  set  of  laws  that  explain  the  universe. 
Currently,  they  predict  that  the  universe  is 
actually  10-dimensional  but  say  that  only 
three  of  those  dimensions  fully  expanded 
after  the  Big  Bang.  Perhaps  the  other  seven 
could  be  seen  in  the  LHC,  Brau  says. 

Critics  of  the  LHC  brought  a  complaint 
against  the  project  to  the  European  Court  of 
Human  Rights,  on  the  grounds  they  fear 
black  holes  created  from  the  particle  colli-

BEV  SOASEY 

"I've  always  loved  art/'  says  Bev 
Soasey,  director  of  the  Jacobs  Gallery 
at  the  Hult  Center.

Feeling  political¬ 
ly  scrappy  but  don't  have  your  own  entry?  One  great  thing  about  the  Eugene 
parade  is  that  folks  can  join  in  at  the  last  minute  or  even  crash  some  parade 
entries  along  the  way.  You  might  not  want  to  put  on  a  tutu  and  leap  in  among 
the  dancing  kiddies,  and  the  guy  with  the  crown  of  thorns  carrying  the  cross 
might  not  want  your  help,  but  the  Lane  County  Democrats  will  welcome  you  to 
march  along  with  local  and  state  candidates.  Want  to  hook  up  with  the  Kitty 
Piercy  entourage?  Show  up  at  12th  and  High  around  9  am  or  look  for  a  flock  of 
folks  decked  out  in  blue.  Look  for  Rob  Handy  bringing  up  the  rear  of  the  Peace 
Train.  The  parade  begins  at  9:30  am  at  11th  and  Pearl. 

•  Last  week  in  this  column  we  reported  on  rumors  that  our  embattled  police 
chief  is  looking  for  work  in  the  Sacramento  area,  and  sure  enough,  he's 
applied  for  the  chief's  job  in  Elk  Grove,  Calif.,  a  fast-growing  Republican- 
dominated  city  of  136,000  recently  cobbled  together  from  several  small  towns. 
Elk  Grove  has  only  had  its  own  cop  shop  since  2006,  so  if  Lehner  gets  the  job 
he'll  be  setting  the  tone  for  public  safety  and  maybe  even  building  the  depart¬ 
ment.  What  he  likely  won't  be  facing  in  Elk  Grove  is  an  entrenched  and  reaction¬ 
ary  police  union,  a  history  of  police  violence  and  secrecy  and  a  university  com¬ 
munity  that  demands  transparency  and  justice.  Regardless  of  where  he  ends 
up,  we  hope  he's  learned  a  few  things  about  accountability  here  in  the  Emerald 
City.  Otherwise,  he'll  end  up  directing  traffic  in  Lodi. 

•  What's  up  with  Jim  Torrey  trying  to  revive  half  the  West  Eugene  Parkway? 
He  knows  it  can't  be  done  for  a  number  of  legal  and  practical  reasons.  We  fig¬ 
ure  he's  just  trying  to  keep  the  WEP  alive  as  a  campaign  issue.  Torrey  keeps 
kicking  this  political  football  even  though  it  deflated  years  ago.  The  freeway 
through  federally  protected  wetlands  would  never  have  been  built,  and  environ¬ 
mental  obstacles  involved  both  halves  of  the  WEP.  We  need  to  thank  Mayor 
Piercy  for  putting  the  WEP  to  rest,  along  with  Mary  O'Brien,  Jack  Roberts  and 
others  from  both  sides  of  the  political  divide,  who  formed  the  West  Eugene 
Collaborative,  a  much  more  productive  process  for  dealing  with  traffic  conges¬ 
tion  in  west  Eugene.  The  collaboration  would  not  have  happened  with  the  WEP 
still  under  discussion. 

•  And  speaking  of  Piercy,  we  were  happy  to  see  the  mayor  joining  others  help¬ 
ing  a  city  crew  fill  potholes  last  week.  It's  a  symbolic  action  showing  that  the 
city  is  making  progress  on  street  repairs,  despite  a  lack  of  funds  and  a  huge 
backlog  of  street  work  leftover  from  former  Mayor  Torrey's  eight  years  in  office. 
Ironically,  Torrey  has  made  potholes  a  major  campaign  theme,  and  we  hear 
rumors  he's  going  to  have  some  kind  of  pothole  entry  in  the  Eugene 
Celebration  Parade  Saturday. 

•  Finding  a  parking  space  at  the  busy  Oakway  Center  off  Coburg  Road  is  a  bit 
like  playing  musical  chairs  -  in  hell.  The  new  NikeStore  that  opened  last  week  is 
adding  to  the  congestion.  We're  hearing  rumors  that  some  kind  of  parking 
structure  is  on  the  drawing  boards.  We  do  see  bikes  parked  outside  of  Trader 
Joe's  and  in  the  courtyard,  so  shoppers  can  pedal  to  Oakway  by  way  of  the 
DeFazio  Bike  Bridge  and  our  bike  path  system.  But  it's  tricky  competing  with 
cars  and  SUVs  in  the  parking  lots.  And  Coburg  Road  is  damned  unfriendly  for 
bikes  and  pedestrians. 

•  What  do  Hillary  Clinton  supporters  think  of  Sarah  Palin?  We've  been  asking 
around  and  got  a  response  from  Eugene  City  Councilor  Betty  Taylor.  "If  this  is  an 
attempt  to  substitute  Sarah  Palin  for  Hillary  Clinton,  it  is  ridiculous  -  and  insult¬ 
ing  in  the  implication  that  one  woman  is  as  good  as  another,"  she  tells  us. 
"Hillary's  attributes  are  experience,  intelligence,  knowledge  and  wisdom.  I  have 
heard  nothing  to  indicate  that  the  governor  possesses  any  of  these.  She  embod¬ 
ies  the  worst  aspects  of  the  Republican  Party  in  her  disregard  for  the  environ¬ 
ment  and  her  lack  of  concern  for  peace  and  economic  responsibility.  The  choice 
would  be  laughable  if  it  weren't  potentially  dangerous." 

Any  other  Hillary  fans  care  to  weigh  in? 

•  The  Internet  and  list  servers  are  teeming  with  absurd  made-up  political 
statements  that  sound  legitimate.  Check  out  their  accuracy  at  snopes.com.  One 
letter  making  the  rounds  that  appears  to  be  real  is  from  Wasilla,  Alaska  resident 
Anne  Kilkenny  talking  about  Sarah  Palin,  a  friend  of  her  family  since  1992.  The 
issues  Kilkenny  raises  are  likely  to  come  up  in  the  debates.  For  example, 

Kilkenny  writes:  "Sarah  campaigned  in  Wasilla  as  a  'fiscal  conservative.'  During 
her  six  years  as  mayor,  she  increased  general  government  expenditures  by  over 
33  percent.  During  those  same  six  years  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  by  the 
city  increased  by  38  percent.  The  huge  increases  in  tax  revenues  during  her 
mayoral  administration  weren't  enough  to  fund  everything  on  her  wish  list 
though,  borrowed  money  was  needed,  too.  She  inherited  a  city  with  zero  debt, 
but  left  it  with  indebtedness  of  over  $22  million."  Google  "Anne  Kilkenny"  to 
find  the  full  letter.  The  McCain  campaign  is  disputing  some  of  the  other  state¬ 
ments  in  the  letter.

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sions  would  expand  and  suck  the  Earth 
inside  out,  as  reported  in  U.K.  newspa¬ 
per  The  Daily  Telegraph.  A  similar  com¬ 
plaint  seeking  a  court  order  against  the 
operation  of  the  machine  was  taken  to  a 
federal  court  in  Hawaii,  according  to  The 
New  York  Times.  The  Telegraph  later  report¬

He  said  such 
black  holes  are  not  dangerous  because  the 
Earth  is  constantly  bombarded  by  cosmic 
rays  equivalent  to  the  LHC  and  because 
black  holes  inside  the  LHC  would  happen  in 
a  controlled  environment.

a  proud  member  of  Unique  Eugene 
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A  Tale  of  Two  Conventions 

One  was  a  block  party.  One  was  an  angry  country  club. 
Neither  was  great  for  free  speech 


Saundra  Crump  has  been  all  over 
the  world  during  her  time  with  the 
U.S.  military,  to  13  countries.  But 
she  calls  Denver  the  most  important  trip 
she’s  ever  made. 

The  African-American  native  of  Pine 
Bluff,  Ark.,  remembers  all  too  vividly  the 
struggle  for  school  integration  in  the  South. 
Now  60,  “I’ve  just  gotta  be  here,”  she  says, 
standing  outside  the  facility  where  the 
Democrats  are  inside  busily  nominating 
Barack  Obama. 

Crump  isn’t  a  delegate.  She’s 
an  American,  though,  and  thousands 
like  her  came  to  Colorado  for  the  first 
political  convention  in  memory  that  felt 
simultaneously  like  a  celebration  and  a 
historic  event.  On  the  “historic  event”  side 
of  the  ledger?  The  greatest  proportion  of 
delegates  of  color  in  convention  history. 
(“This  place  has  a  great  vibe,”  one 
veteran  political  journalist  told  me.  “Lots 
of  happy  black  folks  everywhere.”)  On 
the  “celebration”  side?  A  host  of  youth 
organizations,  young  delegates  and  people 
famous  outside  of  Washington,  D.C.’s  cozy 
confines. 

The  place  attracted  Cyndi  Lauper, 


Method  Man  and  Oprah.  There  was  a  buzz 
in  the  streets  every  night,  and  that  was 
before  people  waited  —  some  more  than 
four  hours  —  to  see  the  nominee  speak  in 
front  of  84,000  at  Denver’s  Invesco  Field. 

I  don’t  know  what  I  expected  when 
I  came  to  Denver,  but  I  didn’t  expect  the 
special  kind  of  lovefest  I  found  there. 
When  I  caught  a  bus  to  the  hotel,  I  saw 
liberal  Democrat  delegates  thanking  a  cop. 
Then  they  tried  to  get  him  to  vote.  Even 
radicals,  while  furious  with  the  “freedom 
cage”  Denver  had  set  up  as  a  protest  zone, 
projected  most  of  their  anger  outside  of 
Colorado  and  at  the  administration.  Denver 
was  the  block  party  where  everyone  you 
invite  shows  up,  and  to  your  surprise,  the 
ostensibly  incongruous  mix  works,  from 
Cyndi  Lauper  to  Saundra  Crump. 

If  Denver’s  convention  was  a  block 
party,  its  counterpart  in  Minneapolis-St. 
Paul  was  the  world’s  angriest  country  club. 
A  two-block  perimeter  around  St.  Paul’s 
Xcel  Energy  Center  was  secured  by  high 
fences,  leaving  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  convention  with  the  feel  of  a  ghost 
town  —  or  a  zombie  movie.  No  one  got  in 
without  a  pass,  and  passes  were  scarce.  The 


lively,  packed  Denver  light 
rail  and  downtown  corridor 
melted  into  a  cyclone-fence- 
surrounded  boxy  stadium 
devoid  of  festivity. 

Inside,  Cindy  McCain 
took  the  stage  wearing  an 
outfit  that  cost  more  than 
twice  the  purchase  price  of 
my  first  house  and  then  called 
the  Democratic  nominee  an 
elitist.  Debutante  Sarah  Palin 
whipped  the  crowd  into  a 
red-meat  frenzy,  attacking 
such  noted  anti-American 
specimens  as  the  “community 
organizer.” 

For  all  the  talk  of  unity 
being  a  problem  for  the  Dems, 
the  PUMA  appeared  to  be  an 
endangered  species  even  prior 
to  Hillary  Clinton’s  speech. 
There  were  many  times 
more  9/11  Truthers  out  in  the 
streets  than  pro-Clinton,  anti- 
Obama  voices.  To  their  credit 
and  shame,  both  parties  put 
on  a  good  show  for  the  base, 
however  cloying  it  came  off 
to  the  forced  observer. 

Sometimes,  this  had  amusing  results 
that  didn’t  make  T.V.  Rudy  Giuliani  used 
every  second  of  his  allotted  time,  delighting 
in  call-and-response  chants.  Sarah  Palin,  he 
told  the  throng,  had  much  more  executive 
experience  than  Barack  Obama  or  Joe 
Biden.  “How  much  experience  do  they 
have?  Zero!”  Saint  Rudy  said.  “ZE-RO!” 
the  crowd  roared  back.  “ZE-RO!”  Later, 
Rudy  accused  Obama  of  flip-flopping.  How 
many  times,  Rudy  mused,  would  Obama  go 
back  on  his  convictions?  An  enthusiastic 
but  misguided  lemming  near  me,  who 
had  perhaps  dozed  off  for  a  few  minutes, 
shrieked  “ZE-RO!” 

After  a  few  hours  of  these  speeches, 
I’d  had  enough  political  theater.  A  freelance 
writer  named  Andy  Mannix  and  I  headed  out 
to  cover  the  street  protests.  As  in  Denver, 
there  were  limits  on  free  expression  in  St. 
Paul.  Marchers  weren’t  permitted  to  even 
approach  the  Xcel  Center.  But  Thursday,  the 
night  of  John  McCain’s  address,  hundreds 
were  going  to  try. 

But  every  way  they  tried  was  blocked 
by  cops  on  horseback,  in  turtle  suits,  or 
on  bicycles.  After  a  few  fits  and  starts, 
three  dozen  people  elected  to  sit,  block  an 


intersection  and  wait  to  be  arrested.  Mannix 
and  I  stood  by  the  protesters,  waiting  to 
photograph  the  arrests,  when  several  police 
in  riot  gear  approached  us.  I’ve  been  through 
this  before:  Be  sure  to  show  ‘em  your  media 
credentials,  I  told  him.  One  cop  in  riot  gear 
told  us  to  leave. 

“We’re  the  press,”  I  said,  and  barely 
had  time  to  utter  the  words  before  the  black- 
clad  officer  in  unmarked  helmet  threw  me 
backward,  over  a  curb.  I  hit  the  ground.  A 
forest  of  arms  and  a  few  clubs  first  pushed 
me  down,  then  dragged  me  to  my  feet. 
While  I  was  being  buffeted  with  blows  — 
and  subsequently  thrown  into  the  street  — 
Mannix  was  ordered  to  get  down  on  the 
ground.  He  complied,  putting  his  hands 
behind  his  head. 

Then  they  hit  him  with  mass  quantities 
of  Mace,  first  in  the  face  and  then  inexplicably 
on  his  back,  using  enough  spray  to  soak 
through  three  layers  of  clothing.  We  hit  the 
pavement  within  about  five  seconds  of  each 
other,  thrown. 

The  streets  quickly  got  out  of  control. 
Police  sweeps  were  rounding  up  everyone, 
even  neighborhood  residents,  or  one  guy 
who  stepped  out  of  a  bar  to  have  a  cigarette. 
Amidst  the  sounds  of  concussion  grenades, 
I  took  Mannix  —  still  reeling  from  the 
spray  —  toward  a  line  of  police  cutting  off  a 
bridge,  our  only  line  of  escape.  We  were  five 
minutes  ahead  of  the  approaching  marchers, 
and  I  managed  to  talk  the  police  into  letting 
us  through. 

Minutes  later,  the  veteran  political 
journalist  I’d  spoken  with  in  Denver 
would  be  under  arrest  in  St.  Paul.  Another 
colleague  from  my  newspaper  would  spend 
the  night  in  jail  as  one  of  about  800  arrested. 
He  showed  them  his  credentials,  too.  A  cop 
verified  them  as  valid,  but  an  order  had  come 
down  that  the  press  was  spending  the  night 
in  lock-up  anyway. 

We  looked  back  at  St.  Paul.  The  haze 
from  smoke  grenades  rose  into  the  night, 
and  I  could  smell  burning  somewhere. 
Andy’s  face  and  body  were  still  burning 
from  the  Mace. 

I  thought  about  how  this  moment  might 
be  emblematic  of  the  differences  between  the 
two  conventions.  I  thought  about  freedom 
of  the  press.  And  most  of  all,  I  thought  that 
I’d  rather  get  Maced  and  roughed  up  again 
than  listen  to  another  of  those  speeches  any 
day.  BIV

It  says  a  lot  about  stand-up  comedians  in  general 
when  Brian  Regan  is  best  known  for  his  "clean" 
PG-13  routines.  While  the  rest  of  the  comics  are 
dropping  F-bombs  and  examining  vulgar  topics 
like  the  male  genitalia,  Regan  is  content  to 
make  observations  on  his  upbringing  in  Miami, 
playing  Little  League  baseball,  trying  to  spell 
in  elementary  school  or  ordering  new  shoes  on 
Zappos.  Regan's  comedy  is  what  those  in  the  biz 
like  to  call  "observational  comedy,"  where  the 
comic  will  discuss  those  little  things  in  life  that 
make  you  wonder.  He's  like  Jerry  Seinfeld,  only 
blond  and  Southern;  or  like  David  Sedaris,  only 
actually  funny.  And  with  such  respectable  routines, 
you  can  even  bring  the  children  along  to  his  Hult 
Center  show.  See  Sunday  Calendar. 


Let's  put  this  in  perspective.  The  Eugene  Celebration  rivals  urban 
festivals  held  in  cities  twice  its  size  at  only  a  fraction  of  the  cost. 

Seattle's  Bumbershoot  sets  you  back  $100  (plus  service  charges) 
for  its  3-day  culture-implosion  while  Portland's  four-night  Musicfest 
NW  is  $50  (beer  and  transportation  cost  extra).  With  such  an 
exciting  event  for  a  mere  12  buck  wristband,  you'd  think  bands  from 
all  over  would  want  to  come  play  the  EC.  Well,  they  do  (see  last  year's 
music  lineup).  But  then  that  wouldn't  be  keeping  with  the  locals-only 
vibe  Eugene  puts  out,  would  it?  So  this  year  organizers  scaled  down 
the  big  name  out-of-state  offerings  (for  better  or  worse)  and  amped 
up  the  local  flavor.  But  one  nonlocal  music  act  who  dares  enters  our 
city  limits  for  EC  is  Everlast,  who  may  as  well  be  Eugenean  for  his 
blending  of  acoustic  rock,  hip  hop  and  blues.  You  probably  heard  his 
hit  song  "What  It's  Like"  10  years  ago  and  dreamed  of  living  the  trailer 
trash  life,  but  if  you  haven't  heard  him  sing  Johnny  Cash's  "Folsom  Prison  Blues"  over  a  sample  of  Cypress  Hill's

IT’S  THAT  SLiR,e  AQAiN! 

New  S.L.U.G.  Queen  wins  in  a  close  one  by  inka  bajandas 


If  Marie  Antoinette  were  a  slug,  what 
would  she  hate  more  than  salt  and 
guillotines?  According  to  Marie 
Slugtionette,  it’s  . . .  saltines. 

Marie  Slugtoinette’s  joke  was  one  of 
many  crude  but  clever  slug  jokes  enjoyed 
by  the  large  crowd  —  including  a  Wall 
Street  Journal  reporter  —  assembled  at  the 
Saturday  Market  stage  one  week  before  the 
start  of  the  Eugene  Celebration  to  see  the 
extravagant  costumes  and  crazy  antics  of 
S.L.U.G.  Queen  contestants  at  this  year’s 
S.L.U.G  queen  coronation. 

Six  contestants  fought  their  way  through 
the  three  rounds  of  the  competition  judged 
by  former  winners  of  the  coveted  title.  The 
judges,  all  once  reigning  S.L.U.G.  Queens 
(by  convention,  referred  to  as  “old  queens”) 


were  joined  by  two  celebrity  judges: 
KMTR  news  anchor  Kelli  Warner  and 
author  Laurie  Notaro,  who  wrote  a  book 
based  on  the  S.L.U.G.  Queen  competition 
called  There  s  A  (Slight)  Chance  I  Might 
Be  Going  to  Hell. 

“The  rules  will  be  read  by  Queen 
Scarlett,”  said  Old  Queen  Slimelda  before 
backpedaling  and  declaring,  “There  are  no 
rules!”  She  reminded  the  crowd  that  anything 
goes  in  a  S.L.U.G.  Queen  competition  where 
contestants  can  be  a  man,  woman  or  even  an 
actual  slug  —  and  bribes  for  judges  are  not 
only  accepted  but  encouraged. 

With  that  established,  the  first  round 
of  the  competition  could  begin  as  each 
contestant  was  introduced  on  stage  to  show 
off  their  flashy  costumes.  Ambassador 


Mucous  Molluscadia  was  a  hermaphrodite, 
a  bearded  man  on  one  side  of  his/her  body 
and  a  blonde  woman  wearing  a  dress  on 
the  other.  Mona  Zygota  followed  as  a  two- 
headed  silver  slug  with  the  slogan  “half  the 
effort,  twice  the  slime.” 

Impluvius  Maximus  showed  up  in  a 
short  purple  dress  festooned  with  small 
white  balloons  and  bare  feet  adorned 
with  turquoise  toenail  polish.  Then  Marie 
Slugtoinette  paraded  her  way  onstage 
complete  with  a  tall  white  wig  and  royal 
entourage  including  three  little  girls  to  hold 
her  train.  Slugawatha  kept  it  casual  with  a 
look  reminiscent  of  Plains  Native  American 
attire,  and  finally  a  chestnut  horse  appeared 
next  to  the  stage  bearing  the  last  contestant, 
Lady  Slugiva,  who  wore  a  black-and- 


brown  spotted  skintight  full  body  suit  with 
a  leopard  print  bra  on  top. 

Once  the  contestants  were  introduced,  the 
talent  portion  began  —  which,  despite  the 
fact  that  there  are  no  rules,  had  a  strict  three- 
minute  time  limit  enforced  by  an  official  time 
keeper  complete  with  a  wall  clock  around 
his  neck  a  la  Llava  Llav.  He  repeatedly  blew 
a  loud  whistle  when  time  was  up  until  the 
contestant  relinquished  the  microphone. 
All  the  contestants  sang  a  song  except  for 
Impluvius  Maximus,  who  did  a  magic  show 
with  metal  rings  and  balloons.  Songs  included 
a  slug  version  of  “The  Age  of  Aquarius”  as 
“The  Age  of  Androgynous”  by  Ambassador 
Mucous  Molluscadia,  praising  androgyny 
and  harmony  among  the  sexes  as  is  enjoyed 
by  hermaphroditic  slugs.  Marie  Slugtoinette 
sang  of  her  desire  to  be  S.L.U.G.  Queen, 
“Hey  there  S.L.U.G.  Queen,  give  your  slimy 
crown  to  me,”  she  sang  to  the  crowd’s  loud 
approval.  Lady  Slugiva  was  also  a  crowd 
favorite  with  her  rendition  of  “Summertime” 
with  a  slimy  twist,  called  “Summerslime.” 

Linally  it  was  time  for  the  all-important 
Q&A  part  of  the  competition  as  each 
contestant  chose  a  different  question  from 
a  can  to  answer.  Marie  Slugtoinette’s  was, 
“If  you  were  a  slug  in  Obama’s  garden,  how 
would  you  make  change?”  to  which  she 
replied  that  she’d  make  the  garden  salt  free. 

Last  minute  bribes  were  also  announced 
and  given.  Marie  Slugtoinette  presented  the 
judges  with  a  bronze  slug  shaped  sceptor 
and  cake  (other,  more  major  bribes  of  hers 
include  the  S.L.U.G.  Queen  website  and 
S.L.U.G.  art  show),  while  Lady  Slugiva 
announced  that  anytime  she  had  a  gig,  a 
judge  could  give  her  any  topic  they  wished 
and  she’d  sing  a  song  about  it  that  night. 

After  a  short  intermission  the  judges  were 
ready  to  announce  the  newest  S.L.U.G.  Queen 
...  Marie  Slugtoinette!  Runner-up  was  the 
bodacious  Lady  Slugiva  and  second  runner- 
up  Ambassador  Mucous  Molluscadia. 

“ Merci ,  merci  beaucoup ,”  said  the  winner. 

“I’ve  been  working  on  this  all  year,” 
she  said,  promising  “gastropodcasts”  in 
the  future  on  the  S.L.U.G.  Queen  website 
(www.  slugqueeneugene  .com) . 

She  finished  by  saying,  “Thank  you  so 
much.  See  you  next  year  —  wait,  what  am  I 
talking  about?

Volunteers  put  the  Eugene  in  EC  by  deanna  uutela 


Lane  County  residents  courageously 
sit  through  long  months  of  rain  and 
cold  because  they  know  once  summer 
arrives,  Eugene  will  awaken  with  a  fervor 
and  desire  to  rejoice  the  sun.  The  Eugene 
Celebration  is  the  city’s  chance  to  create 
memories  that  will  last  all  winter  long.  And 
for  regular  volunteers  at  the  EC,  it  is  a  time 
to  escape,  connect  and  give  back. 

“Volunteering  is  a  way  to  give  back  to 
the  community  that  has  provided  me  with 
many  options  for  a  good  life  in  Oregon,” 
says  parade  and  KidZone  volunteer  Chieko 
Tomasulo. 

This  is  Tomasulo ’s  fifth  year  volunteering 
at  the  celebration,  and  in  the  past  she  has  also 
volunteered  as  a  literacy  tutor  in  an  adult 
program,  at  the  Newport  Wine  &  Seafood 
Festival  and  for  the  Cottage  Grove  “Wheels 
Around  Town”  program.  She  isn’t  the  only 
one  making  good  use  of  her  free  time. 
Jeanette  Cane  calls  herself  an  “event  junky,” 
and,  like  Tomasulo,  volunteers  for  several 
events  around  town,  including  the  EC  for  10 
years.  “What  else  would  I  do  with  my  free 
time?”  asks  Cane. 

Dale  Berg  has  volunteered  at  the  EC 
for  more  than  15  years,  along  with  being 
a  volunteer  fire  fighter,  volunteer  for 
the  Coast  Guard  and  a  long  list  of  other 
deserving  organizations.  “I  love  to  be 
where  people  are  and  be  involved  in  the 
community,”  Berg  says. 

What  makes  volunteering  at  the  Eugene 


Celebration  so  special?  The  volunteers,  of 
course,  say  the  other  people.  Roberta  Morgan 
is  a  co-chair  for  the  Parade  Committee  and 
loves  the  morning  of  the  parade.  “Watching 
the  entrants  come  together  from  just  a  bunch 
of  barely  awake  people  to  a  finished  product 
by  the  time  the  parade  starts  is  so  much  fun,” 
Morgan  says.  “I  also  get  a  big  hoot  out  of  all 
the  kids  in  the  parade.  They  love  being  in  a 
parade  and  waving  at  people.” 

Jeanette  Cane  remembers  some  of  the 
more  “interesting”  things  she  has  seen  in 
the  parade.  “I  have  seen  folks  dress  up 
their  guinea  pigs,  llamas  and  rats,”  recalls 
Cane.  “Then  there  was  a  guy  in  a  pink  tutu, 
a  Viking  helmet  and  cowboy  boots.” 

But  it  is  the  S.L.U.G.  Queen  Contest 
that  sticks  out  in  most  volunteers’  minds. 
Dale  Berg  has  fun  seeing  people  who  are 
normally  reserved  come  out  of  their  shells 
and  morph  into  the  role  of  a  queen. 

In  the  midst  of  an  election  year,  politics 
are  on  many  people’s  minds.  Roberta 
Morgan  remembers  the  tough  decisions  the 
committees  had  to  make  the  year  of  9/11. 
“We  agonized  about  whether  to  go  on  with 
the  event,  whether  to  pull  the  plug  on  the 
parade,  but  we  made  the  final  decision  to 
go  ahead  with  it,”  recalls  Morgan.  “It  was 
very  moving  how  many  of  the  participants 
altered  their  plans  to  include  a  tribute  to  the 
fallen.  The  celebration  as  a  whole  probably 
did  not  do  as  well  that  year,  but  the 
outpouring  for  the  parade  and  participants 


was  really  touching.” 

Daring  to  hope  and  dream  embodies 
this  year’s  theme:  “I  Dream  of  Eugenie.” 
Volunteers  jokes  about  what  the  theme 
means  to  them.  For  Cane,  the  theme 
conjures  up  thoughts  of  beautiful  shoes. 
“Christian  Louboutin  came  out  with  their 
fall  collections  and  have  a  pair  of  black 
platform  shoes  called  ‘Eugenie.’  What  a 
perfect  name  for  the  celebration  and  an 
excuse  to  get  a  new  pair  of  shoes.  They  are 
a  mere  $1,895,”  Cane  says,  with  a  wink. 

The  theme  takes  Tomasulo  back  to  the 
classic  television  show  I  Dream  of  Jeannie. 
“This  year’s  theme  will  lend  itself  to  many 
creative  ideas  for  costumes  and  decorations 
as  it  hearkens  back  to  the  fantasy  environment 
of  the  TV  series,”  Tomasulo  says.  “I  will 
definitely  bring  my  camera  to  record  some  of 
the  memorable  outfits  that  will  abound.” 

With  uncertainty  over  the  fate  of 
downtown,  many  dream  of  what  will 
become  of  the  setting  of  Eugene’s  yearly 


bash.  “Downtown  is  not  the  liveliest  part 
of  our  community,  but  it  has  the  potential 
to  be,”  says  Parade  Committee  member 
Arthur  Donaghey.  “The  EC  brings 
downtown  Eugene  to  life  for  one  weekend 
every  year.  It  brings  our  whole  community 
together  for  fun  and  frivolity.” 

Tomasulo  says  that  the  EC  reflects  the 
spectrum  of  people  and  lifestyles  that  make 
Eugene  unique.  “The  Health  &  Wellness 
Corridor  highlights  the  strong  commitment 
this  community  has  towards  an  awareness 
of  personal  levels  of  fitness,  both  physically 
and  mentally.  The  Pet  Parade  allows  animal 
lovers  their  moment  in  the  sun,  and  the 
Main  Parade  speaks  for  itself  with  its 
colorful  participants  and  the  varied  floats 
and  marching  groups,”  Tomasulo  says. 

Dale  Berg  sums  up  the  spirit  of  the  EC: 
“It  represents  all  parts  and  life  that  make  up 
Eugene.  You  will  see  a  wide  range  of  folks, 
from  the  hippies  to  the  conservative  types, 
and  you  will  find  them  all  at  the  EC.”  661

A  three-day  whirlwind  of  music  and  food  by  vanessa  salvia 


Welcome  to  the  best  season  of 
the  year.  Fall.  It’s  football  time, 
and  the  kids  are  back  in  school. 
Days  are  still  warm  and  sunny,  and  unlike 
our  brothers  and  sisters  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  we  don’t  have  to  batten  down 
our  hatches  for  the  storm  of  the  week.  No, 
what  we  look  forward  to  come  September 
is  not  the  height  of  hurricane  season  but 
the  three-day-long  whirlwind  of  music  and 
food  that  takes  over  our  downtown. 

It’s  that  time  of  year  when  the  city 
shuts  down  for  a  celebration  of  all  things 
“Eugenie,”  and  a  block  party  ain’t  no  kind 
of  party  without  lots  of  music.  Read  on  for 
a  guide  to  a  few  local  bands  that  will  be 
performing  during  this  year’s  celebration. 

There’s  something  about  rockabilly 
music  that’s  oddly  comforting.  Whenever  I 
hear  of  a  new  band  keeping  the  rockabilly 
torch  going,  I  know  that  rock  and  roll  will 
never  die.  The  fact  that  no  commercial  radio 
station  anywhere  will  play  a  new  rockabilly 
band  and  the  musicians  can  pretty  well 
rule  out  a  record  contract  doesn’t  seem 
to  prevent  kids  from  taking  up  the  genre. 
Anyone  playing  in  a  rockabilly  band  today 
is  doing  it  out  of  love,  and  Springfield’s 
56  Pontiac  (10  pm  Fri.,  John  Henry’s) 
definitely  seems  to  enjoy  what  they  do. 
They’ve  got  the  look  and  the  sound  with 
songs  like  “Mean  Daddy”  and  “Boppin  The 
Blues,”  so  put  on  your  dancing  shoes,  all 
you  cats  and  kittens,  and  enjoy  a  musical 
portal  back  to  the  1950s. 


You  don’t  have  to  be  an  accordion  addict  to 
benefit  from  the  12-step  accordion  awareness 
program  that  is  Accordions  Anonymous 

(noon  Sat.,  Sat.  Market  Stage).  At  one 
of  their  performances,  the  group  makes  it 
easy  for  you  to  accept  that  the  squeezebox 
is  capable  of  much  more  than  polka.  The 
10-piece  group  blends  vaudevillian  humor 
with  multicultural  music,  so  all  you  accordion 
addicts  can  come  out  of  the  closet,  there’s  a 
safe  place  for  you  now! 

Due  to  an  abundance  of  other  groups 
named  the  CoStars,  Eugene’s  one-of-a- 
kind  band  is  now  a  star  in  their  own  right 
with  a  new  name,  Alpha  Dahlia  (1:30  pm 
Sat.,  Library).  The  group  has  reinvented 
themselves  with  a  new  sound  and  a  new 
drummer,  but  they’ve  retained  their  born- 
to-perform  fascination  with  rock  and 
Rocky  Horror-ish  camp. 

Don’t  be  alarmed  if  you’re  walking  the 
streets  of  downtown  and  see  people  playing 
with  fire.  It’s  probably  the  members  of  Earth 
DescenDance  (all  over),  who  really  know 
how  to  heat  things  up  for  their  art.  Earth 
Descendance  is  a  group  of  performers  who 
display  their  talent  at  that  always  mesmerizing 
waltz  with  flames  —  fire  breathing,  fire 
eating,  fire  juggling  and  swinging  burning 
things  around  without  hurting  anybody. 
Cool!  I  mean,  hot! 

The  Ovu lators  ( 1 2 : 3  0  am  Sat. ,  Luckey ’s) 
are  not  only  earth-bound  travelers  from 
another  place;  they’re  troubadours  from 
another  time,  as  one  of  their  song  titles  says 


...  a  time  when  glam  rock  ruled  the  airwaves, 
David  Bowie  was  king,  and  all  sadness 
could  be  banished  by  simply  applying  more 
body  glitter.  These  four  “rhinestone  rock 
divas”  appear  on  stage  as  refugees  from  the 
planet  Zygote.  They  landed  here  on  Earth  in 
2002  and  have  cheerfully  spread  the  glitter 
rock,  punk  and  dueling-guitar  girl  power 
gospel  ever  since.  No  longer  an  embryonic 
band,  The  Ovulators  were  voted  Eugene’s 
favorites  by  EW  readers  in  2005. 

Lafa  Taylor  and  Marv  Ellis  (9  pm  Sat., 
McDonald  Theatre)  will  both  do  their  thing 
—  that  positive  vibe,  hip  hop  fusion  thing. 
Neither  of  these  guys  rap  about  chicks  or 
bling  bling,  instead  keeping  the  content 
real  and  focused  on  uplifting  global  topics. 
While  traveling  the  world  (recording  an 
album  in  Costa  Rica,  designing  clothes 
in  Bali,  living  part-time  in  Tokyo),  Taylor 
has  quietly  amassed  a  committed  global 
following,  spreading  the  word  of  positive 
Northwest  hip  hop  and  funky  fresh  beats 
wherever  he  goes.  Ellis  performed  for  two 
years  with  Papa’s  Soul  Kitchen  and  then 
helped  found  legendary  Northwest  hip 
hop  group  Genus  Pro.  A  couple  of  years 
ago  he  went  solo  and  has  teamed  up  with 
Taylor  many  times  as  M.E.L.T.  Ellis’s  new 
project  is  Dreamcatcher  Juice ,  an  album 
that  “travels  through  the  ego  to  the  id,  from 
contact  to  swagger  back,  and  brings  the 
listener  home  safely  in  the  end.” 

I  imagine  there  would  be  a  riot  if  the 
Eugene  Celebration  went  off  without  at 


least  a  little  blues  power  represented. 
And  while  there’s  not  a  lot  this  year,  one 
local  choice  is  the  blues,  R&B  and  funk  of 
Dr.  Mofessor  (9:15  pm  Fri.,  Broadway 
Plaza).  Also  known  as  Maurice  McConnell, 
Mofessor  was  schooled  in  the  blues  at  the 
time  when  Robert  Cray  and  Curtis  Salgado 
were  rising  to  the  top.  Though  originally 
from  Los  Angeles,  Mofessor’s  music 
moves  from  swampy  New  Orleans  grooves 
to  Chicago  boogie,  to  just  about  everything 
in  between. 

No  need  to  run  from  Runaway  Slave  (9 
pm  Fri.,  McDonald  Theatre).  This  Eugene 
supergroup  of  sorts  has  roots  in  the  hip  hop 
and  jazz  of  Natural  Progression  (guitarist 
Jessiah  Simon),  the  Cherry  Poppin’ 
Daddies  (guitarist  Jason  Moss),  don’t- 
call-us-jam  Reeble  Jar  (keyboardist  Josh 
Coffey),  the  Ginger  Hustlers  (drummer 
John  Raden),  and  The  Dead  Americans 
(bassist  Tarry  Travis).  The  sound  they’ve 
created  is  all  their  own,  though,  as  its 
smooth  reggae  rhythms  and  funky  beats 
inspire  comparisons  to  both  Bob  Marley 
and  Funkadelic. 

For  live  electro-rock,  head  to  science 
class  —  for  the  Science  Heroes  (9 
pm  Sat.,  WOW  Hall),  that  is.  Guitar-led 
electronic  rock  from  this  duo  of  Andy 
Weber  (guitar,  vocals)  and  Josiah  Martens 
(synthesizers,  drum  synthesizers,  tape 
players)  has  a  haunting  quality  and  makes 
you  feel  smarter  just  by  listening  to  them 
—  no  homework  required. 

That’s  not  all  of  the  local  bands  that  are 
playing  the  Eugene  Celebration,  of  course, 
but  it  just  wouldn’t  be  fair  to  tell  you  about 
all  of  them.  Discover  some  for  yourself . . . 
you’ve  got  three  days.  Ready,  set,  go!  BIN

Big  city  music  on  small  town  stages  by  molly  templeton 


I’ve  got  Portland  on  the  brain.  I  just 
spent  three  nights  traipsing  around 
the  City  of  Roses  for  Musicfest  NW 
—  and  now,  as  it  turns  out,  more  than  a 
dozen  Portland  bands,  including  Eugene 
favorites  Misty  River  and  Hillstomp, 
are  trekking  down  1-5  to  play  at  various 
Eugene  Celebration  stages. 

Some  of  them  come  through  more 
often  than  others;  honest  truth  is,  Eve 
been  waiting  for  way  too  long  for  the 
noisemakers  of  31Knots  (9  pm  Friday, 
Rogue  Stage)  to  grace  us  with  their 
presence.  On  MySpace,  the  lone  song 
from  the  band’s  new  album,  Worried  Well , 
shifts  the  urgency  a  little,  leaning  more 
toward  their  complicated,  piano-dotted 
songs  than  the  spare,  bass-driven  sound  of 
older  tracks  like  the  99-second  “Thousand 
Wars.”  “Who  can  tell  me  the  universal  rule 
of  thumb?”  singer  Joe  Haege  asks  a  chorus 
of  women  in  Worried  Well's  “Compass 
Commands”;  they  reply,  cheerfully,  “Kill 
or  be  killed!”  The  Onion  A/V  Club  wrote 
that  “31  Knots  might  as  well  perform  its 
new  album  on  the  mountain  faces  where 
the  Spartans  left  weakling  babies  to  die.” 
There’s  a  lot  of  dystopian  weariness  in 
3 1  Knots’  sound,  and  it  doesn’t  lend  itself  to 
instantaneous  admiration.  Give  it  a  minute. 
Or  three  or  four.  And  when  it’s  over,  head 
to  the  WOW  Hall  for  two  more  Portland 
groups:  the  cello-laced  indie-folk  group 
Bright  Red  Paper  (10:30  pm)  and  folky, 
intimate  Weinland  (11:30  pm).  Bright 
Red  Paper  has  been  on  hiatus,  but  you 
might  have  seen  them  at  Cozmic  Pizza  in 
August  with  the  Portland  Cello  Project 
(3  pm  Sunday,  Broadway  Plaza);  the  two 
groups  share  a  member  in  cellist  Douglas 
Jenkins.  The  mostly  instrumental  BRP 
lists  influences  from  Biz  Markie  to  Arvo 
Part;  their  songs  show  their  roots  in  group 
improvisation,  but  without  being  noodly  or 
self-indulgent.  Weinland  closes  the  night 


with  the  sort  of  poignant,  faintly  poppy 
Americana  that  ought  to  be  played  in  tiny, 
wood-floored  rooms  where  every  breathy 
line  slips  out  cracked  windows  into  cold 
air.  La  Lamentor ,  their  latest  album,  has  the 
Portland  press  dishing  out  praise:  “Damn, 
is  it  beautiful,”  wrote  Willamette  Week , 
while  The  Oregonian  called  it  an  “early 
contender  for  local  album  of  the  year.” 

On  Saturday,  the  Rogue  Stage  starts 
with  former  Eugeneans  The  Fast 
Computers  (7:30  pm)  opening  for  The 
Hello  Sequence  (9  pm),  a  band  whose 
poppy  talents  Eve  underestimated  since 
2004 ’s  Love  and  Distance.  “Keep  Your 
Eyes  Ahead,”  the  title  track  from  the  band’s 
newest  album,  blends  cascading  guitars  with 
a  drumbeat  reminiscent  of  Modest  Mouse; 
appropriate,  since  drummer  Benjamin 
Weikel  has  played  with  the  Mouse.  If  you 
find  yourself  imagining  videos  by  British 
guitar  bands  of  the  late  1980s  when  you 
listen  to  these  guys,  you’re  not  alone.  The 
night  ends  with  Menomena  (10:30  pm), 
whose  2007  record  Friend  or  Foe  was 
described  by  the  Boston  Globe  as  sounding 
“like  a  campfire  sing-along  at  the  most  evil 
band  camp  in  the  underworld.”  Yes.  (The 
Globe  also  used  the  phrase  “party-favor 
instrumentation,”  which  makes  an  unfair 
amount  of  sense  here.)  Pieces  of  various 
brilliant  songs  seem  carefully  glued  to 
each  other;  it  all  makes  sense,  in  a  strange, 
fractured  way,  but  never  lets  you  get  too 
comfortable.  In  the  pretty,  disconcerting 
“Wet  and  Rusting,”  twinkling  glockenspiels 
and  acoustic  guitars  trade  places  with 
precision  drums  and  a  bossy  bass  line; 
later,  an  insistent  piano  melody  weaves 
two  vocal  lines  into  something  downright 
gorgeous.  Friend  or  Foe  requires  that  you 
pay  attention;  listening  to  it  as  background 
music  has  never  done  anything  for  me.  So 
don’t  indulge  too  much  before  they  play, 
mmkay?  BW

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Cold  Comfort 

Exploring  Antarctica  with  the  director  of  Grizzly  Man

Somewhere  off  the  shore  of 
Antarctica  is  B15,  an  iceberg  so 
immense  that,  were  it  to  melt,  it 
could  run  the  river  Jordan  for  1,000  years. 
The  iceberg  is  monitored  from  McMurdo 
Station,  a  research  center  for  the  National 
Science  Foundation  that,  to  the  delight  of 
director  Werner  Herzog  ( Fitzcarraldo ), 
is  a  collection  point  for  the  kind  of  half- 
mad  visionaries  that  Herzog  has  been 
chronicling  for  45  years. 

Produced  in  association  with  the 
Discovery  Channel,  Encounters  at  the  End 
of  the  World  includes  moments  of  sublime 
natural  beauty.  But  Herzog  isn’t  capable  of 
making  a  film  like  March  of  the  Penguins. 
He’s  interested  in  nature  as  the  backdrop 
for  human  obsession,  as  a  place  where 
artists  and  dreamers  seek  extraordinary  and 
transformative  experiences,  only  to  find  — 
think  of  Grizzly  Man  s  Timothy  Treadwell 
—  an  indifferent  and  even  hostile  natural 
world.  Encounters  is  a  gentler  exploration 
of  this  impulse  to  escape  society,  primarily 
because  McMurdo  is  a  relatively  stable 
organism,  but  also  because  Herzog,  who 
insists  on  inserting  himself  into  his  films, 
clearly  appreciates  the  abounding  beauty 
of  the  South  Pole. 

In  fact,  tracking  Herzog’s  zig-zagging 
curiosity  is  part  of  the  pleasure  of 
Encounters.  He  abhors  the  creature  comforts 
of  McMurdo,  which  include  a  bowling  alley 
and  yoga  facility,  as  these  represent  small 
triumphs,  however  temporary,  of  human 
enterprise  over  a  hostile  environment.  But 
the  moment  someone  stumbles,  the  voyeur 
artiste  is  there.  There’s  an  eagerness  to  the 
scenes  at  the  active  edge  of  a  volcano  — 
when  no  one  is  injured,  Herzog  inserts  old 
footage  of  a  near-death  experience  —  just 
as  there’s  clearly  heightened  interest  by 
Herzog  and  his  cinematographer  when  a 
“buckethead”  training,  which  simulates 


blindness  in  a  snowstorm,  goes  hopelessly 
off  course.  And  wouldn’t  you  know, 
Herzog  gets  his  penguin  moment  after 
all:  After  interrogating  a  taciturn  penguin 
expert  about  penguin  homosexuality  and 
madness  —  the  director,  I  should  mention, 
is  an  eloquent,  inquisitive  man  —  a  penguin 
suddenly  breaks  from  the  pack  and  heads 
for  the  interior,  to  his  certain  death. 

As  usual,  Herzog  can  be  his  own 
undoing.  Just  when  Encounters  coalesces 
into  something  wonderful,  a  work  of 
unusual  power  —  I’m  referring  to  his 
interview  with  Libor,  the  broken-hearted 
utility  mechanic  —  Herzog  transitions 
into  a  long-winded  indictment  of  the 
human  urge  to  set  world  records.  It’s 
damning  commentary  that  plugs  up  the 
film  just  as  Herzog  has  us  on  the  verge 
of  tears;  for  a  veteran  like  Herzog,  it’s  an 
inexplicable  mistake.  Fortunately,  Herzog 
recovers  by  pivoting  back  to  McMurdo ’s 
contradictions:  the  quiet  so  deep  it  wakes 
people  up,  or  the  seal  music  that’s  likened 
to  Pink  Floyd  by  a  physiologist.  Odd, 
playful,  sweet  and  innocent,  as  well  as 
open-ended,  loose  and  sometimes  abstruse, 
Encounters  is  an  artful  documentary  that 
finds  beauty  in  bleakness,  below  and  above 
the  ice.  The  under-ice  footage,  set  to  basso 
profundo  choral  music,  is  breathtaking, 
and  in  general  the  music  of  Encounters  is 
alternately  uplifting  and  serene. 

Very  little  of  Encounters  is  devoted 
to  climate  change,  a  reprieve  for  which  I 
was  immensely  grateful.  Given  Herzog’s 
inability  to  constrain  himself,  Encounters 
could  easily  have  turned  into  a  classroom 
lecture.  Still,  in  a  world  of  melting  ice, 
the  subject  must  be  confronted.  About 
climate  change,  and  the  fate  of  human 
society,  Herzog  is  deeply  fatalistic.  This  is 
where  the  other,  darker  meaning  of  the  title 
emerges.  Encounters  is  not  a  hopeful  film, 
but  neither  is  it  without  appreciation  for 
the  splendors,  often  hidden  in  plain  sight, 
of  the  changing  world  we  live  in.  BVH

queegee  men  —  the  fellows  who 
hang  out  at  stoplights,  waiting  to 
wash  windows  for  tips  —  aren’t 
a  very  common  sight  in  Eugene.  But 
Squeegee  Bandit ,  a  documentary  by  recent 
Eugene  arrival  Sandor  Lau,  stretches  to 
become  more  than  a  story  about  a  man  and 
his  moneymaking  hustle.  It’s  one  of  those 
stories  that’s  horribly  familiar  and  yet  still 
only  belongs  to  one  person:  Kevin  Whana, 
the  bandit  of  the  title,  a  fast-talking,  hot- 
tempered  but  generally  well-intentioned 
Maori  man  of  indeterminate  age  who,  like 
so  many  others,  has  slipped  through  the 
cracks  of  society.  He  washes  windows  in 
South  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  and  seems 
to  make  a  decent  chunk  of  change  doing 
so,  but  some  of  his  stories  are  so  outlandish 
it’s  impossible  not  to  wonder  if  there’s  a  bit 
of  exaggeration  at  work.  He  lives  here  and 
there,  wondering  if  his  30  homes  in  a  brief 
stretch  of  time  is  enough  to  set  a  record; 
he  mentions  women  in  his  life,  but  the  last 
one  went  to  jail  after  stabbing  her  mother 
in  the  head. 

Whana  has  a  violent  streak  and  an 
impulsive  one;  both  contrast  with  the 
chipper,  chatty,  energetic  person  he 
becomes  while  wielding  his  squeegee  in 
traffic.  As  he  swings  between  angry  and 
peaceful,  lover  and  fighter,  he  narrates 


his  personal  history  in  choppy  bursts 
constantly  punctuated  with  variations 
on  fuck,  meanwhile,  Lau  employs  old 
footage  (from  film  both  fiction  and  non) 
to  use  Whana’s  story  to  illustrate  the 
larger  story  of  the  Maori  people  and  to 
relate  their  troubles  to  the  similar  issues 
that  plague  the  indigenous  people  of  the 
U.S.  and  Australia.  (One  of  Whana’s 
friends  describes  New  Zealand  as  a 
place  where  the  tenant  has  evicted  the 
landlord.)  Sometimes  the  editing  is  a 
little  heavy-handed  (jumpy  cutting  and 
dashes  of  color,  combined  with  certain 
moments  in  the  soundtrack,  work  too 
hard  to  elicit  the  proper  reaction),  but  it 
seems  unfair  to  come  down  too  hard  on 
Lau  when  the  point  is  so  valid  and  the 
subject  such  an  uncommon  one  for  many 
viewers.  New  Zealand,  for  that  matter,  so 
rarely  figures  in  mainstream  American 
film  (beyond  appearing  as  Middle-Earth 
in  The  Lord  of  the  Rings)  that  Lau  has 
(probably  rightly)  assumed  his  subjects’ 
accents  might  be  impenetrable  to  viewers; 
every  word  is  subtitled  and  some  slang 
helpfully  translated.  With  its  compelling, 
sympathetic,  frustrating  central  figure, 
Lau’s  film  opens  a  window  on  a  universal 
yet  unfamiliar  segment  of  a  lesser-seen 
part  of  the  world.  BIN

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Turning  Outward 

This  time,  Atmosphere  looks  to  other  sources 


of  inspiration 

On  Atmosphere’s  latest  record, 
When  Life  Gives  You  Lemons,  You 
Paint  That  Shit  Gold ,  confessional 
rapper  Slug  does  things  differently:  For 
once,  he  focuses  on  other  people’s  problems. 
Maybe  it’s  because  he’s  exhausted  material 
from  his  own  past,  or  perhaps  it’s  because 
he’s  finally  exorcised  all  the  demons  that 
made  him  famous,  but  Slug,  who  once  wrote 
memoir,  is  now  trying  his  hand  at  fiction. 
That  might  be  why  Lemons'  attempt  at 
storytelling  occasionally  crashes  and  bums — 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  describe  someone 
else’s  feelings  and  hardships  if  you  don’t  feel 
those  emotions  and  experience  those  things 
yourself.  Slug  rose  to  underground  fame  as 
a  rapper  who  poured  all  of  his  heart  out  in 
his  albums,  opening  the  closet  door  for  all  of 
his  skeletons  to  get  onstage  and  dance  with 
him  like  so  many  of  his  enthusiastic  teenage 
fans  (the  album  debuted  on  Billboard' s  Top 
200  at  #5). 

But  on  this  record,  the  passionate  fury 
that  made  him  famous  fades  in  and  out  like 
a  bad  TV  signal 
on  a  coat-hanger 
antenna.  And  when 
Slug  succeeds  at 
telling  someone 
else’s  story,  it’s 
usually  because 
he’s  got  something 
in  common  with 
the  character  he 
describes.  Like 
“Your  Glass  House,” 
a  track  about  an 
alcoholic  with 
a  bad  hangover; 

Slug’s  relationship 
with  alcohol  has 
been  documented 
extensively  in  past 
work.  And  yet, 
it’s  where  Slug 


diverts  back  into  personal  rhymes  —  like 
“Yesterday,”  a  track  about  his  father  —  that 
the  emotion  of  his  older,  more  personal  work 
returns  in  full  force. 

Musically,  the  album’s  minimalist 
approach  means  that  the  beats  get  out  of  the 
way  to  showcase  the  rhymes;  on  one  such 
track,  “Guarantees,”  Slug  raps  to  a  single 
guitar.  It’s  a  strategy  meant  to  showcase 
the  rhymes,  but  unfortunately,  they’re  not 
always  worth  putting  on  display.  Even  so, 
the  minimalism  doesn’t  extend  to  the  whole 
album  —  Ant  does  a  lot  of  great  things  with 
funky  rhythms  and  old-school  synth  beats 
on  this  record  —  and  that’s  why  “Shoulda 
Known,”  a  first-person  track  about  a  girl  with 
an  addiction,  is  one  of  the  album’s  strongest 
tracks  even  if  the  chorus  isn’t  exactly  Slug’s 
best  writing:  “Shoulda  known  better  than 
to  fuck  with  you  /  Ain’t  got  nothing  but  too 
much  to  lose  /  Lost  in  the  rush,  don’t  know 
what  to  do  /  That  drug  got  you  like  I  want 
you.”  And  yet,  that  song  feels  more  sincere 
than  the  songs  Slug’s  sung  about  the  fictional 
characters  he  depicts. 

The  one  exception 
is  “The  Waitress,” 
a  track  about  a 
homeless  man.  It  feels 
like  a  breakthrough, 
and  hopefully  it  is, 
because  When  Life 
Gives  You  Lemons,  You 
Paint  That  Shit  Gold 
is  a  transition  record. 
After  all  the  time 
Slug’s  spent  looking 
inward,  he’s  starting 
to  look  outward,  and 
he’s  finding  out  what  a 
lot  of  writers  learn  the 
hard  way:  It’s  harder 
to  tell  someone  else’s 
story  than  it  is  to  tell

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A  Life  Less  Legendary 

It's  a  ballsy  move,  and  one  that  few 
record  labels,  major  or  independent, 
would  dare  attempt:  Last  April,  the  Living 
Legends,  an  eight-person  crew  famous 
for  successfully  self-releasing  their 
records  and  surviving  on  the  proceeds, 
put  out  two  different  crew  albums  on  the 
same  day.  One  was  an  individual  record, 
The  Grouch's  Show  You  The  World ;  the 
other  was  a  long  EP,  The  Gathering,  which 
features  every  single  Legend  on  every 
single  track.  But  they've  got  the  gumption 
to  do  stuff  like  that  because  they  know 
the  secret  to  success  as  independent 
musicians:  a  dedicated  fan  base  that  will 
always  buy  your  records,  no  matter  when 
they  come  out.  Which  might  be  why  The 
Gathering  reached  #16  on  the  Billboard 
Top  Heatseekers  (Independent)  chart  the 
week  of  April  26,  with  Show  You  The  World 
not  terribly  far  behind  at  #31  on  the  same 
chart  during  the  same  week.  You'd  think 
that  maybe  it  would've  made  more  sense 
to  wait,  but  then,  if  one  album  doesn't  do 
well,  so  what?  It  won't  be  long  before  the 
next  comes  out.  So  far,  the  Legends  have 
collectively  self-released  over  50  albums 
of  sharp,  self-satisfied  (if  not  downright 
boastful)  wordplay  set  to  very  danceable 
but  uncomplicated  beats  cobbled  together 
with  beatmaking  software  and  a  few 
samples. 

But  then,  beats  aren't  what  made 
the  Legends  famous;  it's  the  raps.  As  a 
collective,  the  Living  Legends  rhyme 
tighter  than  pretty  much  anything  you'll 


find  on  the  radio  or  in  the  underground. 
Simple  beats  aside,  if  it  weren't  for  the 
group's  mass  appeal,  could  they  charge 
$15  a  head  for  concert  tickets?  Hell  no. 
And  yet,  the  Living  Legends  haven't  guite 
broken  through  the  mainstream  radio's 
glass  ceiling  for  independent  musicians. 
"She  Wants  Me,''  the  second  track  on  The 
Gathering,  is  the  kind  of  banger  that  could 
skyrocket  to  the  top  of  the  charts  with  the 
right  major-label  push.  That  might  be  why 
Murs,  one  of  the  most  successful  of  the 
eight  Legends,  decided  to  give  Warner 
Bros,  a  try;  he'll  be  releasing  his  next 
record,  Murs  for  President,  on  that  label 
Sept.  30.  If  Warner  doesn't  drop  him  first 
(remember  Little  Brother?),  maybe  it'll 
help  the  Legends  break  through.  Lord 
knows  they  deserve  it.  The  Living  Legends, 
The  Bayliens  and  Sandpeople  play  at  9  pm 
Wednesday,  Sept.  17,  at  the  WOW  Hall.  $15 
adv.,  $18  door.

Resistance  Is  Futile 

When  I  first  arrived  in  Oregon  in  1991, 1 
was  aware  of  only  a  couple  of  bands  from 
Oregon.  At  the  time,  the  Pacific  Northwest 
was  not  known  for  much  of  anything 
except  loggers  and  hippies  -  certainly 
not  punk  music.  But  one  afternoon  while 
wandering  the  streets  of  Portland,  I 
chanced  upon  the  X-Ray  Cafe,  and  my 
perception  changed.  It  was  the  middle 
of  the  afternoon,  and  some  forgettable 
band  was  soundchecking,  but  the  music 
playing  over  the  speakers  turned  out  to  be 
Portland  band  Resist.  After  chatting  with 


the  bartender  a  while  and  perusing  the 
many  posters  on  the  walls,  I  left  the  X-Ray 
with  no  doubt  that  I  was  on  the  threshold 
of  a  whole  new  musical  frontier  and  that 
there  were  hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  of 
bands  hidden  in  and  around  Eugene  and 
Portland  that  now  awaited  my  discovery. 

Resist  went  on  to  be  one  of  Oregon's 
most  well-known  anarchist  punk  bands, 
though  they  rarely  played  outside  of 
their  hometown.  They  managed  to  keep 
themselves  together  from  the  late  '80s 
through  1994,  at  a  time  when  most  bands 
in  Eugene  were  splitting  up  and  reforming 
every  10  seconds.  When  Resist  finally  did 
split,  the  members  went  on  to  form  other 
notable  bands  including  Godless,  Defiance 
and  Severed  Heads  Of  State.  For  the  next 
generation  of  punks,  Resist  was  myth  and 
legend  until  three  of  the  four  original 
members  (Kelly  Halliburton,  Tom  Nimsand 
Ward  Young)  joined  up  for  a  reunion  show 
in  2007.  Nims  and  Young  are  keeping  it 
going  and  are  playing  several  West  Coast 
shows  throughout  this  year,  one  of  which 
is  Corvallis'  upcoming  Punk  in  the  Park 
show.  Resist,  Adelitas,  The  Wobblies, 
Angries,  Muckraker,  Solid  Gold,  Blood 
on  the  Banjo  and  Bad  Terms  play  from 
1  pm  to  9  pm  Saturday,  Sept.  13,  at  Bruce 
Starker  Arts  Amphitheatre,  Corvallis.  $7.

Final  Opening  Night 

If  you  have  to  move,  say,  to  the 
Nashville  Symphony,  a  sizeable  step  up 
from  Eugene,  best  to  go  out  with  a  bang. 
Or  so  planned  Eugene  Symphony  Music 
Director  Giancarlo  Guerrero,  who  wanted 
music  with  a  flourish  for  his  last  opening 
concert  here. 

The  program  hits  hard  on  popular, 
energetic  Russian  music,  including 
Rimsky  Korsakov's  Russian  Easter 
Overture,  Rachmaninoff's  Piano  Concerto 
No.  3  and  the  1945  version  of  Stravinsky's 
suite  from  the  ballet  Firebird.  The 
orchestra's  musicians,  in  the  midst  of  a 
crazed  fall  schedule  that  includes  three 
free  conductor  search  concerts  and  a 
special  appearance  by  Yo-Yo  Ma,  will  be 
all  warmed  up  by  the  time  Sept.  18  rolls 
around. 

"One  of  the  languages  [the  Eugene] 
orchestra  plays  well  is  Russian,"  Guerrero 
says  (just  after  finishing  a  rehearsal  in 
Nashville,  where  he's  about  to  conduct 
three  performances  with  Sir  James 


Galway).  "Russian  music  is  so  colorful, 
and  it  works  well  in  the  Hult  Center,"  he 
adds. 

Guerrero  -  who's  skilled  at  bringing 
strong  soloists  to  Eugene  -  says  he's 
happy  to  work  with  Terrence  Wilson  on  the 
Rachmaninoff.  Wilson  was  commissioned 
by  the  Charlotte  Symphony  to  perform 
the  premiere  of  Michael  Daugherty's  piano 
concerto,  Deus  ex  Machina,  in  March  2007, 
and  Guerrero  served  as  that  concert's 
conductor.  The  music  director  says,  "It 
was  almost  like  an  arranged  marriage,  but 
we  connected  so  well,  and  I  immediately 
looked  at  hiim  as  someone  to  explore  the 
repertoire  with."  Rachmaninoff's  Piano 
Concerto  No.  3  serves  as  a  famously 
difficult  test  for  pianists,  and  Guerrero 
says,  "It  really  showcases  Terrence's 
virtuousity.” 

The  Eugene  audience  will  recognize 
much  of  the  music  in  the  final,  showcase 
piece,  Stravinsky's  Firebird  Suite.  The 
familiar  music  should  be  enjoyable  for 
everyone,  Guerrero  says.  "It's  fun  to 
conduct  when  the  musicians  are  looking 
forward  to  the  music.  I  just  have  to  stand 
up  there  and  move  my  hands;  the  music 
almost  comes  by  itself." 

Guerrero's  final  opener  begins  and 
ends  with  big,  enjoyable,  accessible 
music.  The  Eugene  Symphony  plays  at  8 
pm  Thursday,  Sept.  18,  at  the  Hult  Center.

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Shadows  on  the  Wall 

Neal  Stephenson's  new  brainburner

ANATHEM,  fiction  by  Neal  Stephenson. 
HarperCollins,  2008.  Hardcover,  $29.95. 


Neal  Stephenson  has  always  packed 
ideas  into  his  books  as  thickly  as  he 
does  characters,  adventures  and  plot. 
His  last  few  books  have  doubled  the  density 
of  earlier  fare  like  Zodiac  and  the  singularly 
entertaining  Snow  Crash ,  a  frequent  point  of 
entry  to  his  writing;  his  last  hefty  novel  wasn’t 
called  The  System  of  the  World  for  nothing. 
In  the  framework  of  a  long  and  elaborate 
love  story,  Stephenson  explored  the  modem 
world’s  roots  in  the  technology,  science  and 
commerce  of  several  hundred  years  ago  (a 
miserably  short  explanation  for  a  2,700-page 
series,  to  be  sure).  System  brought  his  Baroque 
Cycle  to  an  end;  turning  its  last  pages,  I  wanted 
to  start  over  again. 

I  feel  the  same  way  about  Stephenson’s 
newest  doorstop  novel,  Anathem :  Until  I’ve 
read  it  again,  I  won’t  begin  to  completely 
grasp  all  the  philosophical  issues  and 
implications  raised  within.  The  story  takes 
place  on  Arbre,  a  world  very  much  like 
Earth,  except  when  it’s  not.  Millenia  ago,  at 
the  fall  of  a  major  empire,  literate  folk  tucked 
themselves  behind  the  walls  of  “maths,” 
choosing  to  emerge  only  at  set  points  in 
the  calendar  (years,  decades,  centuries  or 
millenia,  depending).  Maths  are  rather 
like  convents,  except  the  men  and  women 


(here  called  “avout”)  who  live 
within  them  study  not  religion  but 
physics,  philosophy,  cosmography, 
math  and  the  like  (the  avout  are 
such  a  logical,  intellectual  group 
that  punishment  is  being  forced 
to  memorize  chapters  of  a  book 
that  doesn’t  make  sense).  Two 
key  strains  of  thought  divide  the 
avout  into  those  who  believe  “that  symbols 
could  bear  actual  semantic  content”  and 
those  who  believe  “that  language,  theories, 
etc.,  were  essentially  games  played  with 
symbols  devoid  of  semantic  content.” 
(These  definitions  are  from  the  book’s  very 
helpful  glossary.  If  you  immediately  see 
the  philosophical  Earth  parallels  to  these 
theories,  you’re  one  step  ahead  of  some  of 
us.)  Dialogues  between  young  avout  and 
their  elders  explore  these  ideas,  but  they’re 
also  essential  parts  of  the  story,  which  is  as 
much  about  what  the  world  is  as  it  is  about 
what  happens  when  an  extremely  organized 
and  delineated  society  is  faced  with  sudden 
and  unavoidable  change. 

The  world  Stephenson  creates  here  is 
thousands  of  years  old  and  all-encompassing. 
Its  history  is  dense,  its  ordinary  people  familiar 
in  a  depressing  way,  distracted  by  casinos, 
mood-altering  drugs,  “jeejahs”  (Blackberry¬ 
like  gizmos)  and  religion.  Anathem  begins 
at  Apert,  the  annual  celebration  in  which  the

maths’  gates  are  opened 
and  the  avout  and  the 
“extras”  can  mingle. 
It’s  the  first  time  Fraa 
Erasmus  and  his  friends 
have  been  outside  since 
they  were  children. 
The  world  is  different; 
the  world  is  the  same. 
But  Erasmus’  teacher, 
Orolo,  has  discovered 
something  drastically 
different  —  something 
that  appears  to  get  him 
kicked  out  of  the  mathic  world  for  good  (the 
title  of  the  book  refers  to  the  act  by  which 
an  avout  is  expelled).  What  this  new  thing 
is,  and  how  it  affects  everyone  on  Arbre,  is 
the  story’s  physical  mystery,  but  Stephenson 
drapes  that  science-fiction  nugget  in  the 
theoretical  and  philosophical  meanings  of  the 
object’s  appearance  and  in  the  culture-shock 
adventure  had  by  Erasmus  and  his  friends 
when  they’re  summoned  beyond  the  mathic 
walls  —  evoked,  in  the  book’s  vocabulary 
—  to  work  with  the  Saecular  Power  (roughly, 
the  political  structure  of  Arbre). 


You  could,  I  suppose,  read  Anathem  just 
for  the  obviously  exciting  parts,  for  Erasmus’ 
trip  in  a  sledge-train  over  the  North  Pole  and 
his  later  journey  even  farther  from  home. 
But  then  you’re  just  along  for  the  ride,  not 
playing  the  game  that  Stephenson  has  set  for 
you:  Like  a  mystery,  the  book  lures  you  into 
trying  to  figure  things  out  first,  even  though 
the  characters  have  centuries  of  philosophical 
history  and  you  just  have  a  fat  novel  that’s 
making  your  wrists  tired.  For  some  readers 
- —  notably  Michael  Dirda  in  The  Washington 
Post ,  who  rightfully  referred  to  the  book  as 
“humbling,”  but  with  a  sneer  and  a  sigh  as  he 
did  so  —  Stephenson’s  tendency  to  take  every 
notion,  every  idea,  and  unpack  it  as  thoroughly 
as  possible  will  be  tiresome  (for  me,  the  only 
tiresome  thing  in  the  book  is  the  way  female 
characters  are  largely  undeveloped  and  too 
often  seen  in  tired  gender  roles).  But  Anathem 
is  a  challenge:  Make  yourself  one  of  the  avout. 
Make  yourself  a  scholar,  and  try  to  understand 
the  world  a  little  differently.  Even  though  just 
when  you  get  comfortable  in  it,  it’ll  probably 
be  time  for  everything  to  change.  Bill

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Lilies  Galore 

Take  care  with  fragile  bulbs 


Afternoons  may  still  be 
warm  and  pleasant, 
but  lately  there’s  an 
undeniable  chill  in  the  morning  air. 

It’s  time  to  think  about  bulbs  again, 
the  kind  you  plant  in  fall:  daffodils, 
tulips  and  ornamental  onions,  for 
example,  as  well  as  crocus  and  other 
small  spring  flowering  bulbs.  And 
lilies.  True  lilies,  that  is,  in  the  genus 
Lilium ,  the  aristocrats  and  glamour 
girls  of  the  perennial  garden. 

On  a  recent  Saturday  morning 
at  Eugene’s  Lane  County  Farmers 
Market,  Lou  Westphal  wondered 
why  I  didn’t  write  about  lilies  in  summer, 
when  you  could  go  by  the  Buggy  Crazy 
stall,  look  over  the  amazing  flowers  he 
brings  to  the  market  and  pick  out  your 
favorite  varieties.  Well,  I  just  didn’t. 
Luckily,  you  can  check  out  pictures  at 
www.buggycrazy.vstore.ca  before  visiting 
the  market  to  buy  his  freshly  dug  lily  bulbs. 

With  lilies,  the  fresher  the  better.  Unlike 
tulips  or  daffodils,  lily  bulbs  are  never  truly 
dormant  and  have  no  tough  protective  coat. 
The  scaly,  somewhat  fragile  bulbs  can  dry 
out  easily,  so  it  is  best  to  plant  them  as  soon 
as  you  can  get  them,  in  early  to  mid-fall.  If 
you  cannot  plant  them  right  away,  pack  them 
in  very  slightly  moist  sawdust  in  a  perforated 
bag  or  box  in  a  cool,  dark  place  and  plant 
them  as  soon  as  you  can. 


True  lilies  grow  in  temperate  places  all 
over  the  world.  Several  are  native  to  the 
Pacific  Northwest.  While  these  and  many 
other  species  are  beautiful  and  rewarding, 
the  easiest,  most  adaptable  lilies  for  gardens 
are  among  the  numerous  man-made  hybrids. 
The  bulk  of  these  fall  into  three  groups: 
Asiatic,  Oriental  and  Trumpet  lilies. 

Originally  bred  for  the  cut-flower  trade  in 
the  mid- 1900s,  most  Asiatics  were  scentless 
and  had  up-facing  flowers  on  stems  up  to 
four  feet.  Subsequent  breeding  efforts  have 
resulted  in  flowers  that  face  out  as  well  as 
up,  and  flowers  in  the  reflexed,  ‘Turk’s  cap’ 
style  which  is  common  among  naturally 
occurring  lilies.  Asiatics  are  available  in  an 
almost  unlimited  color  range  (there  are  no 
blue  lilies),  and  they  are  tough,  easy  and 


relatively  inexpensive,  a  good  choice  for 
novice  lily  growers. 

Oriental  hybrids  and  Trumpet  lilies  are 
generally  large-flowered,  four  to  six  feet 
tall  and  later  blooming  than  Asiatics,  which 
follow  hard  on  the  heels  of  late  tulips. 
Orientals  have  exotic-looking,  broadly 
open  flowers  in  white,  pink  or  rose  that  are 
often  scented.  The  very  popular  ‘Stargazer,’ 
though  only  about  three  feet  tall,  is  otherwise 
typical  of  Oriental  hybrids.  Sumptuous 
Trumpet  lilies  and  Orienpets  (Trumpet- 
Oriental  hybrids)  provide  a  range  of  flower 
forms  with  subtle  coloring  and  some  heady 
fragrances. 

The  bulk  of  the  lilies  you’ll  find  at  Buggy 
Crazy  are  bred  by  Westphal  and  his  partner 
Lisa  Hunt  at  their  place  in  Lebanon.  They 
select  for  “big,  stout  stems  and  a  high  bud 
count.”  Do  they  really  stand  up  without 
staking,  even  the  six  footers?  “Yep,”  as  long 
as  they  have  adequate  light.  Westphal  and 
Hunt  also  breed  to  extend  blooming  times. 
They  have  achieved  some  later  Asiatics  and 
earlier  Orientals  but  not,  as  yet,  lilies  that 
bloom  later  into  fall:  Their  last  Orientals 
bloom  about  the  same  time  as  the  latest 
species,  Lilium  speciosum  var.  rubrum. 

Lilies  require  at  least  half  a  day  of  sun 
or  strong  indirect  light.  Trumpet  and  Asiatic 
lilies  will  grow  in  full  sun,  but  the  petals 
of  Orientals  are  susceptible  to  sunburn 
and  benefit  from  afternoon  shade.  Lilies 
should  be  planted  in  well-drained  soil.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  species,  they  need 
consistent  moisture  throughout  the  growing 
season,  but  wet,  heavy  soils  can  cause  root 
rot.  Many  lilies  send  out  roots  from  the 


stem,  so  plant  the  bulbs  with  at  least  three 
or  four  inches  of  soil  above  the  bulb.  Feed 
with  a  balanced  fertilizer  mix  as  you  would 
perennials,  but  don’t  let  any  fertilizer  (or 
manure,  unless  very  well  rotted)  come  in 
contact  with  the  bulbs.  A  leafy  mulch  is 
great. 

I  lived  for  many  years  where  the  soil 
was  unsuitable  for  growing  lilies,  so  I  felt 
intimidated  by  them.  But  they  have  proved 
easy  enough  to  grow  in  my  Eugene  garden  - 
until  voles  devour  the  bulbs  or  I  let  the  stems 
get  shaded  out  by  big  perennials  and  shrubs! 
If  this  may  happen  in  your  garden,  I  suggest 
you  grow  lilies  in  large  containers,  where 
they  will  multiply  contentedly  and  perform 
brilliantly  for  years.  In  the  garden,  interplant 
lilies  with  low  growing,  clumping  plants 
that  leave  plenty  of  air  and  light  around  the 
leafy  lily  stems. 

Asiatic  hybrid  bulbs  will  be  available 
from  Buggy  Crazy  in  September,  Orientals 
and  Trumpets  in  October.  A  small  selection 
of  lilies  native  to  the  West  Coast,  including 
our  local  Lilium  columbianum ,  should  appear 
towards  the  end  of  September.  If  you  can’t 
catch  Buggy  Crazy  at  the  Saturday  Farmer’s 
Market  in  Eugene,  find  him  at  the  Mushroom 
Festival  at  Mt.  Pisgah,  Sunday,  Oct.  26.  You 
can  also  buy  bulbs  on  the  website  above,  and 
they  will  be  shipped  to  you.  Another  great 
Pacific  Northwest  source  of  unique  lilies  is 
The  Lily  Garden  in  Vancouver,  Wash.  (www.

Dear  Readers:  The  Mexican’s  new 
book,  Orange  County:  A  Personal 
History ,  is  in  your  local  bookstore  on 
September  16  —  by  pure  coincidence, 

Mexican  Independence  Day!  In  honor 
of  and  in  order  to  shamelessly  pro¬ 
mote  my  muy  caliente  libro  (which 
deals  with  America’s  Gomorrah,  the 
Reconquista  and  John  Wayne!),  I’m 
answering  historical  questions  this 
week.  But  first,  a  bit  of  houseclean¬ 
ing:  In  answering  a  pregunta  a  couple 
of  weeks  ago  about  pachucos ,  I  was 
penedejo  and  thus  forgot  to  explain 
the  word’s  origins.  Thankfully,  many 
of  ustedes  aren’t  tontos  like  me  and 
wrote  in  with  etymological  theories.

Lalo 
Guerrero  is  often  called  the  Original  Chicano  and  he  owned  a  nightclub  in 
East  Los  Angeles  that  was  all  the  rage  for  pachucos  and  their  rucas  and 
their  music  during  that  period  of  time.  -  Chuco  Suave 

Dear  Gabacho:  I’m  such  a pendejol  Gentle  readers:  In  addition  to  buying  my 
book  this  week,  get  a  copy  of  Pachuco  Boogie ,  an  Arhoolie  Records  CD  that 
collects  the  best  Mexican- American  swing  of  the  1940s  (including  a  lot  of  Lalo 
Guerrero  tracks).  Stuff  so  scintillating  it  makes  Gene  Krupa  seem  as  tame  as  the 
Mills  Brothers. 


Now,  onto  a  question: 

Dear  Mexican:  Why,  despite  the  richest  of  Spanish  colonial,  Mexican- 
era  heritages  and  histories  in  California,  is  Orange  County  so  seriously 
lacking  in  public  awareness  and  presentation  of  that  history?  Sure,  we 
have  a  few  streets  named  after  mis  primos  -  Yorbas,  Avilas,  etc .-  but 
where  are  the  park  statues  of  vaqueros  y  mujeres,  the  replica  carettas, 
the  public  PA  systems  blaring  " This  Land  Was  Our  Land”  in  Spanish?  Is 
the  current  crop  of  Caucasians  too  cheap  or  red  in  the  neck  to  pony  up 
a  few  pesos  to  honor  the  real  first  citizens  of  the  county?  -  A  Long-Time 
Californio 

Dear  Readers:  I  swear  I  didn’t  pay  this  guy  to  ask  this  question.  To  make  it 
relevant  to  ustedes  outside  Orange  County,  I’ll  limit  my  discussion  to  Mendez  vs. 
Westminster ,  a  1946  case  that  desegregated  schools  in  California  for  Mexicans 
and  served  as  precedent  to  the  more-famous  Brown  vs.  Board  of  Education.  This 
is  a  landmark  in  American  civil  rights,  an  important  part  of  the  American  experi¬ 
ence,  yet  for  decades,  the  only  history  book  that  mentioned  it  was  Carey  McWil¬ 
liams’  1949  North  From  Mexico:  The  Spanish-Speaking  People  of  the  United 
States.  In  Orange  County  last  year,  original  plaintiff  Sylvia  Mendez  asked  to  be 
included  in  Huntington  Beach’s  Fourth  of  July  parade  (the  largest  west  of  the 
Mississippi)  but  was  rejected  because  organizers  said  she  didn’t  provide  enough 
entertainment!  The  contributions  of  wabs  to  our  national  tapestry  are  tradition¬ 
ally  neglected  outside  of  conquistadors  and  Manifest  Destiny  for  the  same  reason 
why  other  subaltern  histories  get  short  shrift:  Any  examination  forces  gabachos 
to  deal  with  the  actions  of  their  ancestors.  Know  Nothings  argue  ethnic  studies 
lead  to  the  Balkanization  of  America,  a  false  dichotomy  that  never  acknowledges 
that  disciplines  like  Chicano  studies  would’ve  never  emerged  if  previous  genera¬ 
tions  of  gabacho  instructors  did  their  damn  job.

Savage  Love 

WORDS  OF  PURE  WISDOM  by  Dan  Savage 


I'm  a  middle-aged  guy.  My  boyfriend  has  just  left  his  teens.  We  originally  got  to  know 
each  other  because  I  like  to  tie  up  muscular  young  guys  and  he's  a  muscular  young  guy  who 
likes  getting  tied  up.  But  he's  a  smart,  funny  kid  and  after  a  few  months  we  started  actually 
liking  each  other.  Not  to  get  all  mushy  on  you,  but  at  some  point  that  like  turned  to  love. 

Here's  the  problem:  My  boyfriend's  parents  -  who  are  a  little  younger  than  I  am  -  were 
snooping  around  in  his  room  and  found  video  clips  on  his  computer  that  clearly  illustrated  our 
activities.  He  still  lives  with  his  parents  and  they  were,  prior  to  this  discovery,  entirely  ignorant 
of  their  son's  sexual  orientation  and  sexual  interests.  They're  now  threatening  all  the  things 
asshole  parents  usually  threaten:  to  kick  him  out,  to  stop  paying  for  school,  to  disown  him. 

He's  stayed  at  my  place  many  times,  and  my  first  reaction  was,  “ Come  live  with  me; 
you  don't  need  that  kind  of  crap  in  your  life."  But  the  more  I  think  about  it,  the  more  I 
wonder  if  it's  the  right  thing  to  do.  They  are  his  family.  Would  I  really  be  acting  in  his 
best  interests  if  I  helped  him  walk  away  from  them,  even  as  horrible  as  they're  acting?  I 
can  put  him  up  at  my  place.  I  can  pay  for  his  schooling.  Heck,  I'd  be  proud  to  do  it.  But  I 
wonder  if  I'd  be  facilitating  a  decision  he’d  one  day  come  to  regret.  Plus,  we're  in  Boston, 
and  he  isn't  yet  21.  On  top  of  everything  else,  is  there  a  chance  the  law  could  decide  to 
bite  me  in  the  ass? 

Not  The  Bad  Guy 

I  really  can't  do  my  best  work,  NTBG,  without  actually  seeing  those  video  clips.  But  let 
me  give  it  a  shot ... 

Your  boyfriend  is  of  legal  age,  so  I  don't  see  how  you  could  possibly  be  in  trouble  with 
the  law.  (Unless  those  bondage  videos  were  made  before  he  reached  the  age  of  consent, 
which  I'm  hoping  they  were  not.)  His  parents  might  not  like  the  fact  that  their  son  is  gay 
and  a  bondage  freak,  or  that  he's  involved  with  an  older  man,  but  there's  not  a  lot  they 
can  do  about  it.

It  could  be  emotionally  tricky  for  a  while,  perhaps  a  long  while,  as  his  parents  adjust  to 
the  big  kinky  news.  But  that's  what  happens  when  you  snoop:  Sometimes  you  find  out 
things  that  you  didn't  want  to  know,  didn't  need  to  know  or  weren't  ready  to  know.

You  can  inoculate  yourself  against  those  charges  by  refus¬ 
ing  to  come  between  him  and  his  parents  and  making  sure  he  sees  you  doing  whatever 
you  can  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  an  eventual  reconciliation.

And 
unless  his  parents  are  seriously  nuts  and  your  boyfriend  desperately  needs  the  legal  pro¬ 
tections  of  marriage  -  he  needs  you  to  be  his  next  of  kin  in  case  of  a  medical  emergency, 
for  instance  -  I  wouldn't  marry  his  hot  and  kinky  20-year-old  ass,  if  I  were  you.  And  if  he 
does  need  the  legal  protections  of  marriage,  make  him  sign  a  pre-nup. 

Speaking  of  hot  teenagers  and  asshole  parents  and  vows  that  you  may  come  to  regret ...
